The guard at the French Embassy 
has been withdrawn and the press fs less bitter 
in its denunciations against the French. 

Paris, Oct. 5.—The Figare and the Gaulois 
both report that the Duc de Fernan-Nunez, th. 

ish Ambassador, yesterday handed to M 
erry. Prime Minister. and M. Chaliemel-La 
cour, Minister of Foreign Affairs, a note set- 
ting forth the grievances of Spain in connec- 
tion with the arriva! of King Alfonso in Paris, 
and demanding the punishment of the authors 
of the manifestation against his Majesty and 
satisfaction for Spain in proportion to the 
gravity of the outrage. The note, these pa- 
poon sey. was well received by MM, Ferry and 
lemei-Lacour. M. Ferry subsequently 
held a conference with President Grévy. 

Gen. Lewal is mentioned as the successor of 
Thibaudin in the War Office. 

The Temjs states thut one of the points 
raised by Sefior Nunez, in his representations 
to MM. Ferry and Challemel-Lacour, referred 
to the absence of legal proceedings against the 
offenders. 

The reply of France to all tife points raised 
rendersan agreement easy. The fact that Sefi- 
or Nunez attended a performance at the 
Théétre Francais and satin M. Ferry’s box 
is regarded as a public affirmation of the cor- 
diatity existing between the French and Span- 
ish Cabinets. Gen. Thibaudin’s resignation as 
Minister of War has materially contributed to 
the removai of the differences between the two 
countries. 

Gen. Thibaudin has written to President 
Grévy stating that, although the deliberate 
action of his enemies prevented him from de- 
fending himself before the Chambers, he tend- 
ers his resigzation with the same devotion to 
President Grévy and the republic as actuated 
bis acceptance of the office.

ENGLISH GOVERNMENT CENSURED BY

Loxpon, Oct. 5.—Sir Stafford Northcote, 
In a speech delivered at a banquet in Belfast 
last night, censured the foreign and home 
policy of the Government. The latter, he 
claimed, conceded too much to the Radicals 
and the Parnellites. He asserted that Mr. 
Parnell sought to draw near to the Liberal 
Party again only to accompiish his purpose, 
which was to destroy English connection with 


freland. His object, he hoped, would be frus- 
yyated, and he declared that it would be if the 
gaembers of the House of Commons stood 
true to their principles.

DISOWNED GEORGIA BONDS. 
—_——_@—_—. 

QUESTIONS INVOLVED IN A &8UIT AGAINST 
THE MACON AND BRUNSWICK RAILROAD. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—On Wednesday, be- 

fore the Supreme Court of the United States, will 

be called the case of George A. Cunningham 
ageinst the Macon and Brunswick Railroad, of 

Georgia, which involves the interest of the State 

of Georgia to the amount of $600,000. Cunning- 

ham is a Virginian, who holds that amount of the 
bonds of the road, indorsed by the State of Geor- 
gia, but since declared invalid. The Georgia Legis- 
lature of i872 passed an act admitting the 
validity of these bonds, but the Legislature 
of 1875 repealed that act and declared 


the State not bound by its indorsement on them. 
Cunningham claims that he bought the bonds after 
the act of 1872 and before that of 1875. He first 
tried to procure a resale of the Macon and Bruns- 
wick Railroad, subject to his claim, and this came 
up three years agoin the United States Circuit 
Court before Judge Woods, who threw the case 
out of court on the demurer, which declared [that 
it was virtually a suit against the State of Georgia. 
Cunningham then went to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and there presents a bill cover- 
ing three points. He asks that the road be resold, 
enbject to his claim. He also asks that Alfred H. 
Colquitt, then Governor, and J. W. Renfroe, the 
Treasurer of Georgia, be heid liable for $40,000 of 
fare bills which they turned in, with the other 
assets of the road, when it Was sold. These 
fare biils were used as the equivalent 
of money. The amount specified was in the hands 
of Col. L. N. Whittle, of Macon, who was attorney 
of the road when sold. and he delivered the biils 
to Gov. Colquitt. The third point in Curningham’s 
bill asks that the State of Georgia be en- 
joined from paying interest on the $1,090.- 
000 of Macon and Brunswick bounds which 
are admitted to be good. Attorney-General An- 
derson, of Georgia, was in Washington last Winter 
to represent the State in this case, and it was called 
at that termofcourt. After the case was begun 
Chief-Justice Waite announced that he would post- 
pone it, as it was a matter of such importance 
that the fail bench should hear it. It will be 
called and fully argued Wednesday. Attorney- 
General Andersen will represent Georgia, assisted 
by Mr. Choate, of New-Yerk, partner of Mr. 
Evarts. Cuonningbam has as leading counsel] Judge 
McGraw, of South Carolina. The bonds in thts 
case sre not similar to any other disowned Georgia 


bonds. ‘

THE MILLING INDUSTRY. 


PROSPECTS OF AN EXTRA FINE GRADE OF 
FLOUR FROM THE PRESENT WHEAT CROP. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 5.—S. H. Seamans, 

Secretary of the National Millers’ Association, 

takes ah encouraging view of the outlook for the 

fiour milling industry in the crop yeer which is 
now commencing. Speaking on the subject to 

Tae Timgs’s correspondent on ’Change this after- 

noon, he said: “Ithink we are going to have a 

better crade of flour the coming year than we have 

had for a good many years. Starting in as we are 
at pretty low prices, I think the prospects for 
millers are very encouraging, although the mar- 
kets, both domestic and foreign, are at present 
very dull. I noticed by the latest cables that 
stocss of flour in London are being redueed quite 
rapidly, and it would seem that just as soon as 


these large stocks have cone into consumption we 
shall have a good demand and better prices. At 
present, however, there is no margin of profit in the 
export business. The stock of flourin New-England 
isnothning. Like everybody else, buyers there are 
waiting for lower prices. As soon as they appreci- 
ate the fact that prices are not going to be much 
lower they will naturally take hboid and lay in 
stocks, instead.of as at present buying only from 
hand to mouth.” Speaking particularily of the 
wheat now being received here, Mr. Seamans re- 
marked that we were gettinga better quality of 
wheat from the Spring wheat section than has 
been grown for several years past. Almost the 
only complaint from millers has been on account 
of the presence of smut in some of the receipts, a 
very unusnal thing in Spring wheat. Smut has 
been previously most confined to Winter wheat. A 
great deal of the Spring wheat is going into a low- 
er grade on account of smut. and there seems to 
be no machinery capable of removing it entirely. 
“T learn,” said Mr. Seamans, “that a good many 
of the millers hare been suffering from this smut, 
but I think the inspection here now is pretty 
thorough in regard to it. so that most of it will be 
kept off No. 2 and the higher grades.”

THE STRANGE CONDUCT OF A ONCE PROSPER-

PittspurG, Penn., Oct, 5.—L. P. Hitch- 
cock, late senior partner in the firm of Hitchcock 
& McCreery, grain merchants, was found by his 
friends to-day at the Central Hotel. He 
left his home, on Amberson-avenne, Sha- 
dy Side, on Monday last, without telling 
any one where he was going. For the past three 


years he had not crossed his own threshold, and 
foralonger time, so he said, nothing but bis early 
career had seeme to interest him. When 
spoken to to-day it was evident that his 
mind was far away. He wears a_  close- 
ly cropped white beard and has a_ very 
aristocratie ana intelligent appearance. He said 
he was deeply interested in the attention which 
the papers have been paying to him, but was very 
certain that he was not lost, and was equally cer- 
tain that he was not abont to lose himself. His 
son had tried to induce him to _ return 
home, but he had _ refused, and —_—ithis 
was the first subject mentionea to him. 
He seemed to forget the question or to avoia it, 
and most adroitly led the way to his early life. He 
has had a checkered career.and few citizens in 
Pittsburg are better known than Mr. Hitchcock. 
When asked what he intended to do he said: ‘I 
do not know. I may go to Carlyle, Ijl., or I may 
go to Quincy, in the same State. I had 
thought also of going to Somerset, in this 
State, but I may stay here. The trouble is, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company is about to tuke a 
lotof my ground at Shady Siaeto build a.new 
stationon.

THE YELLOW FEVER SCOURGE. 

San Francisco, Oct. 5.—The fireman on 
the steamer Newbern whe died yesterday from 
yellow fever, was buried in the unoccupied land 
at the head of the Bay this morning. It is the 


opinion of many that it would have been better 
to have cremated the body, so as to 
more effectually destroy the fever germs. 
Second Officer Gatan’s condition has 
improved, and the other patients are convaleseent. 
The quarantine officer says there is absolutely no 
danger of the development of the disease here, and 
that yellow fever germs are brought in every day 
ay ca, but do not develop, the weather being too 
coid, 

A dispatch reeeived to-day from Mazatlan an- 
nounses the death from yellow feyer of Herace 
Adams, a wei-known mechanical engineer, who 
resided in this city. 

Some excitement has been caused by the faets 
transpiring that the steamer San Juan, which ar- 
rived after the Newpern had taken passengers 
from Mazatian, was allowed to eome to her doek 
without being quarantined, her Captain having a 
clean bill of health, and stating that he had net 
had any communieetion with tbat infested port. 
As nearly a week has elapsed since the arrival of 
the San Juan. and no sign of the fever has mani- 
fested itvelf, it is believed that there is no oceasion 
foranxiety. 

Advices frem Culiacan, the capital of Cinalea, 
Mexico, state that the fever is raging there terribly, 
but no exact details are obtainable. 


CANADIAN CATTLE SHIPMENTS. 

Ortawa, Oct. 5.—The shipments of cattle to 
Great Britain fromthe port of Montreal during 
the month of September amounted to 6,882 head 
and sheepto 19,760 head. During the last four 
monthe the shipments of cattle to Great Britain 
from Cana@a haye been equal tothe whole ship- 
ment of last year. 

Ths Customs returns for September show re- 
celvts of $2,222,200, being $60,000 less than Septem- 
ber of last year. This is a less percentage of de- 
crease than Jt was thought would result from the 
reduction of duties.

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THE FATAL BOB-TAIL CAR 


FOUR PERSONS KILLED AND 
ELEVEN INJURED. 

RUN DOWN IN PHILADELPHIA BY A RAIL- 
WAY TRAIN WHILE THE DRIVER WAS 
COLLECTING FARES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5.—A frightful acci- 
dent ocearred toastreet car load of passengers 
about 6:40 this morning at the intersection of Sus- 
quebanna-avenue and tne North Pennsylvania 
branch of the Reading Railroad, resulting in the 
death of three men and one woman and the wound- 
ing of eleven persons, three of whom are likely to 
die. There were 15 persons in the car at the time 
and not ope of them escaped uninjured. The 
accident appears to be chargeable, in part 
at least, to the niggardly management of 
the Union Passenger Railway Company, of 
which ex-State Treasurer William H. Kemble 
is President. The Union line car No. 408 was mak- 
ing its first trip from Frankford eastward. During 
the Summer months, when travel was heavy, a 
conductor was on each car of this branch, but 
about two weeks ago the conductors were re- 
moved, and since then the driver has been re- 
quired to do the conductor's duties in addition to 
bis own. Car No. 408 wastmanaged in this 
way by Henry Schultz, of No. 1,809 Otis- 
street. Schultz is about 23 years of age. At 
the time of the accident he was inside looking after 
the fares, while a boy was attending to the horses. 
The North Pennsylvania branch of the Reading 
Railroad at that point comprises many tracks, and 
the boy who was driviug the street car horses paid 
no attention to a flagman who was frantically 
shouting to him to step, and the driver, who was 


haggling witha woman about her fare, did not 
hear or see the flagman. 

When the car had reached the track too far to re- 
cede and too late to cross, the express train from 
Newtown was seen approaching ata high rate of 
speed. The startled passengers heard the locomo- 
tive bell and the next if®stant the engine struck the 
car folly in the side, hurled it into the air and 
erushed it like an egg-shell. The passengers were 
thrown intoa mangied heap, while the car was 
shattered into a thousand fragments. The roof 
was torn off, the panels qantas, and the eush- 
ions ripped into shreds. The shrieks from the vic- 
tims of the calamity brought crowds to 
the spot. In one heap to the right of 
the track jay a mangled mass of hu- 
man beings and jagged wood and iron work. 
The frantic efforts of the injured to extricate 
themselves from the confused and bloody mass 
were pftifal. Eager hands lent assistance, and the 

jled up timbers were in a few minutes removed. 

he scene was sickening. But the exertions of the 
workers were not deferred by ghastly sights. 
Those who were only little hurt struggied to their 
feet and assisted in aiding others. 

Schultz, the driver, was found with his foot torn 
from the ankle and nothing but the bare bone re- 
maining. John MeCnen, a gardener, was lifted 
out of the mass. His features were unrecogniza- 
ble, and his head resembled so much pulp. Mean- 
while, word bad been sent to the Episcopal Hos- 
pital and tothe Eighteenth Police District. From 
the former a number of ambuiances arrived and 
from the latter a detachment of patrolmen, under 
Lieut. Ferguson. The crowds were by this time 
dense, and the exertions of the police were in the 
first place directed to keeping the people baek 
from the writhing and groaning sufferers. <A 
dozen attendants from the hospital attended 
to the injured. Those whose condition was 
the most serfons were first looked after. 
Poor McCuen was carried slowly in the direction 
of the hospital. The almost i rceptible move- 
ment of his chest, when he was first found. showed 
that he was stillalive. The ambulance in which 
he was had not proceeded far, however. when he 
died. John Hamill, a well-known coal-dealer, was 
next carried off, whether alive or dead it was 
almost impossible to say. His left foot was torn 
off at the ankle, the ghastly member still being in 
the boot, which was found a few feet from where 
he lay. There were no hopes for him, and an hour 
mg half after his admission to the hospital he 
died. 

Miss Mary Sellers was picked up unconsciots 
and was also taken to the hospital. Later in the 
day she died. One of her arms had been torn off 
and her ekull had been fractured in mapy places. 
Miss Annie Shaw, a pretty young woman of 19, 
was found with her head covered with blood. She 
was told that she must go to the hospital, but she 
pleaded hard not to betakenthere. Her appeals 
moved Officer Snyder, and he picked the gir! up in 
his arms. and carried her tenderly to her home, 
some squares distant. Charles Rengloss declined 

eevety to ge to the hospital, although he was 

adly cut about the head and face, and a convey- 
ance was obtained,in which he was taken home. 
Frederick H. Young, who has been but lately mar- 
ried, lay on the ground unable to move hand or 
foot. is leg was shattered and torn, but he de- 
clared that his wife could tend him better than 
any one else,and he was taken home. Charles 
Young’s leg was amputated above the ankle. He 
has since died. It was also found necessary to 
amputate the leg of Shultz, the street car driver.

John Hamill, 29 years, coal-dealer, Howard-street, 
married; body crushed and left leg and arm cut off.

North Second-street. She was unmarried. Her skull 
was fractured, scalp torn off, right leg severed from 
the body, and both arms broken.

BOLD BURGLARS IN READING.

POOL-ROOMS RAIDED. 


PHILADELPHIA AUTHORITIES ARREST A 
NUMBER OF GAMBLHRS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5.—The 400 men gath- 
ered in MoCelgan & MeGonegal’s pool-room, on 
Sansom-street, above Eighth, which has the high- 
sounding title of the International Turf Exchange, 
were terror-stricken about 3:30 o’clock this af- 
ternoon by a rush inte the place of 4 
detachment of policemen, under the lead 
of Chief Given. The auctioneer, who stood on 
the stage waving a wand and inquiring how much 
he was offered, stopped’ suddenly. The most 


realistic business of a finanelal charac- 
ter transacted by money-changers on any 
stage then oceurred. The cashier and his 
companion gorged their pockets with money. 
First they cleared out the drawers of the table at 
which they sat. Silver, gold, and bills of all de- 
nominations disappeared into the safe re- 
cesses of tneir wearing apparel. Then they 
attempted to cintch a large tin box that contained 
money, tickets, and other cash acceunts. In this 
they were not so clever. Two special officers land- 
ed on the stage, and had their hande on the tin box 
in a remarkably short time. Another officer was 
discovered in the act of sitting on a choice lot of 
books, telegraphic ciphers, and turf circulars. 

Chief Given ascended the stage and said: * Don’t 
be ina hurry, gentlemen. There is no cause to ap- 
prehend any trouble. The pool-rooms are only 
going to change hands this afternoon. That's 
all.” There was a rush for the doors, but each 
was guarded by stalwart policemen. The Chief 
stepped toward the right upper entrance, where 
ex-Alderman James McColgan was standing. Tap- 
ping him on the shoulder the Chief said: ‘*I have 
® warrant for you.” The gentleman addressed 
bowed slightly. The same words were thenspoken 
to the other members of the company, Peter 
Zell, auctioneer, and William Rankin, George 
Montague, Edward Cox, and William Thompson, 
employed ia keeping the board, book-making, and 
running the French pools. All the appurtenances 
of the business were taken, and, although not re- 
moved, were secured. The risoners were 
marched to the Central Office, while the customers 
of the place were permitted to depart.

TWO PITTSBURG MILL-WORKERS PGUND 
EACH OTHER WITH BARE FISTS. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 5.—Early this 
morning Frank Geisier and James Lafferty, two 
mill-workers,* fought a desperate 12-round prize- 
fieht with bare knuckles ina field afew miles be- 
yond the city limits. The men fought three hard 
rounds a few days ago to settle an old grudge, but 


were sepurated before ejther was satisfied. They 
left their homes last evening, accompanied by a 
smal] number of sympathizers. The Mayor was 
notified and detailed a squad of officers to fol- 
lew the fighters, but the officers were easily eluded. 

Just at daybreak a 24-foot ring was marked off 
and the men ealled to the scratch. Neither dis- 
played much science, but blows that would have 
done credit to Sullivan were given and received. 
The first four rounds were short. Each man went 
to grase twice, but Geisler drew the first blood. 
The fifth round lasted eight minutes, during which 
both men received blows that left marks. Geisler 
went down in the sixth round,and was knoeked 
clear off his feet in the first minute in the seventh. 
He retaliated with a left-hander, which caused 
Lafferty to fall like a log. In the eighth round 
some terrible blows were exchanged. Lafferty 
had his nose split. received an ugly blow behind 
the ear, and had both eyes diseolored. Geisler 
won the ronnd, but came out of it with his lip cut 
and bleeding from the ve. 

The ninth round was Lafferty’s, but in the three 
sueceeding rounds he went to grass each time. 
The blow which fioored him in the twelfth round 
ended the fight. It caught him behind the ear and 
stunned him so completely that he did not recover 
consciousness for nearly half an hour. The amount 
of the purse bas not been made public. That the 
fight was to take place was generally known 
among mijll-workers, and a large amount of money 
changed hands.

A MAN BRUTALLY MURDERED IN PRESENCE

Weaver told him 
to call in the morning, but he replied that 
be wanted to settle immediately, and with 
an oath drew a_ revolver and fired 
three shots at Weaver in quick succession. All 
took effect and Weaver fell dead. Brown jumped 
on his prostrate body, took the money and vaiu- 
ables from his pockets, and then commenced to 
beat him on the head with the butt end of his re- 
volver. He soon tired of this, but in order that 
the bloody deed might be complete, seized a chair 
ané continued to strike the head of his vietim.

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HARMONY IN WAR PAINT 


TAMMANY WANTS UNION, BUT 
GOES AHEAD ALONE. 


“TOXING WITK THE OLIVE BRANCH, BUT 


CALLING THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY BAD 
NAMES—DATES FOR THE PRIMARIES. 


John B. Haskin squared himself before the 
Tammany Hail General Committee last evening 
and spoke a few words for harmoay and against 
the County Democracy before entering upon the 
regular proceedings over which he had been called 
to preside. “It behooves the Democracy of the 
County of New-York to be united this year,” he 
said. Notwithstanding there had been too much 
of the machine in Buffalo, Tammany bowed sub- 
missively to the judgment that decreed she should 
only cast 24 votes, when she was entitled to 36. 
Tammany had thrown down the olive branch, but 
had been treated with ignominy by the County De- 
mocracy. She had exhausted every effort to secure 
peace, and the speaker begged the misguided men 
in the County Demoeracy to pause before throwing 
away the opportunity for harmony. It was folly 
for the lone fisherman, for the addle-pated Cooper, 
and the pot-bellied politician Thompson to keep up 
this strife. The Tammany men laughed and cheered 
at this characterization of the County Demecracy’s 
leaders, 

The call for the primaries was adopted, and the 
places and datesof holding the conventions were 
fixed. All Democrats who are in favor of pure 
and economical government and peace and har- 
mony are begged to attend them. The primaries 
will be held on the the night of the 10th inst., be- 
twoen 7:30 and 9 o’cleck. The Senatorial conven- 
tions will be held on the 17th inst., at 8 P. M., the 
Aldermanic conventions on the night of the 22d 


inst., and the Assembly on the night of the 25th. 
The County Convention had already been fixed for 
the afterneon of the 13th, in Tammany Hall. The 
usual resolutions indorsing the Buffalo platform 
and the candidates were offered by Col. E. P. 
Wood and adopted, together with an amendment 
by Col. Michael Sigerson calling especial atten- 
tion to the proposition of abolishing the contract 
labor system in the prisons, which the voters will 
vote upon this Fall. 

Senator Grady took the platform and replied in 
mild language to the attack made upon him by ex- 
Aiderman Robert Roosevelt at the meeting of the 
County Demoeracy the previous night. The lone 
fisherman, he said, sought as long ago as 1872 to 
determine his career in public life by tendering 
him a cadetship at West Point. This he was torced 
to decline. He had drifted into politics and was 
making the best hand he coula. He was sure Mr. 
Roosevelt had no animosity toward him, but that 
he was only trying to drive him out of politics for 
the purpose of compelling him to enlist in the 
reguiar army, and thus eveptually fulfill the pro- 
gramme marked out for him by this estimable gen- 
tleman. “But,” added Mr. Grady warmly, “if I 
say in the utmost harmony that if at any time or 
at any place or under any conditions he would like 
to set his political course against mine, Iam ready 
to enter the contest.” Mr. Grady then talked 
sweetly of harmony, and, patting the braves on 
the back, said if union was not to come they had 
nothing to fear, for there was no doubt of their 
ability to elect every local officer and triumph over 
their enemies most handsomely. The braves 
cheered lustily, as a matter of course. 

Old Denais McMahon talked for harmony, but 
also spoke derisively of the County Democracy. 
They didn’t amount to anything in his estimation. 
He didn’t believe they had any infiuence whatever 
with the masses. He predicted that those mem- 
bers who talked so loudly the other night would in 
time be found to have no influence with the Coun- 
ty Democracy itself. Them Dennis wailed at the 
idea of Tammany’s losing a majority of the Board 
of Aldermen and the Register’s office, and again 
expressed the hope that the olive branch would be 
accepted by the County Democrats. 


WANTING PEACE BUT NO BOSS. 


IRVING HALL TO MAKE STRENUOUS EFFORTS 


TO ASSERT ITSELP. 

Irving Hall’s Executive Committee met last 
evening. ex-Sheriff Peter Bowe presiding. The 
usual resolutions commending the action of the 
State Convention were adopted, on motion of 
Senator Cozzens, their author. Senator Charles 
G. Cornell offered a resolution which declared that 
the election of a Democratic Governor and Mayor 
in 1882 was due tothe fact that there was a united 
Democracy in New-York City. It concluded for 


“peace and harmony” in this fashion: ‘ We earn- 
estly recommend to'the several Democratic or- 
ganizations that every effort be made to again per- 
fectfa union of the Democratic voters of the City 
in the support of candidates for County and dis- 
trict officers.””

Moses Mehrbach, Charles G. Cor- 
nell, and Peter Bowe were appointed a committee 
to brace up the organization in the various dis- 
tricts, so that, as Assemblyman Timothy J. Camp- 
bell expresses it, “it wen’t be no longer no tail to 
Tammany’s kite, but will be strong everywhere, 
like it is in the Sixth District, so’s other organiza- 
tions will come to us, instead of our going to them 
when we want arything.’’ The elegant Timothy 
J. was inastate of mind last evening because it 
bad been reported that he had left Irving Hall and 
sold out to the County Democracy. ‘“That’s a 
lie made out of whole cloth,” he vehement- 
ly exclaimed, when he was given 
mission to speak to a question of 
lege. “1 am _ with Irving Hall, and 
stick to her as long as she sticks to Democratic 
principles. But I won't stand no Jobn Kelly- 
ism, and if I don't like what’s done I'll kick. I 
left Tammany Hall, or was kicked out, because I 
wouldn’t be bossed by John Kelly. I don’t want 
no boss here, and when we have one I’! quit, but 
I won't go nowhere else.” And he sat down and 
whispered to a neighbor during the applause: “I 
guess I hit °em that time, didn’t 1?’

UNHAPPY RESULT OF ITS TEMPTING PROX- 
IMITY TO ‘“‘BILLY’” HILL’S MOUTH. 

In that symposium of pugilistic delight,. 
Harry Hill’s pavilion at Flushing, was a sparring 
and variety entertainment on Thursday evening 
for the benefit of “Jack” Davis, and among the 
notables who lent dignity to the oceasion were 
many shining lights in sporting society. The ad- 
mirers of Mr. Davis’s prowess im the manly art 
gathered by the score from various parts of Long 
Island, and a number of gentlemen whose muscles 
were in an imposing state of development took a 
run out from this City te see a little *“scrappin’,” 
and perhaps take a hand in it themselves if an in- 


viting opportunity was offered. The programme 
Was presenied in so striking a manner, and the 
various artists engaged in its interpretation made 
such palpable hits that the spectators at its close 
were in a rare state of enthusiasm, and a baker’s 
dozen were in so good humor that a little child 
could play with them. 

This party jeisurely strolled down the road to 
the house in which entertainment is provided by 
“ Dick” Hill, a son of Harry, a few rods from the 
Bridge-street railroad station. Among the select 
coterie who creoked their elbows at the bar and, 
in the language of the Gen’ral in “49,” said, 
** Here’s how.” were “ Billy” Hill, the eldest son 
of his father Harry, and a giant in his stock- 
ing feet; “Jack” O'Toole, a young fac- 
tory hand from Bridgeport, who is sald to

CHUNG LAM LESS SUCCESSFUL THAN CHUNG 
KEE IN PHILADELPHIA, 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5,—Chinamen have 
been naturalized too easily in this city heretofore, 
in the opinion of Judge Yerkes, He to-day called 
a halt. Chung Kee, who was admitted to the 
rigbts of citizenship by Judge Arnold yesterday, 
appeared in Judge Yerkes’s court to-day as vouch- 


er for his brother, Chung Lam, who presented a 
petition for naturalization. The petition set out 
that Chung Lam was 22 years of age; that he had 
come here in 1876. and had repeatedly expressed 
his intention of becoming an American citizen. 

Chung KKee had gone through so easily yes- 
terday that he was a good deal sur- 
prised to see Judge Yerkes hesitate and turn to 
consulta volume of United States statutes. He 
was almost dumfounded when the Judge turned 
from the volume and said that under the law as he 
interpreted it po Chinaman could be naturalized. 
The fourteenth section of the act of 1882, he said, 
left no room for doubt. The seccion referred to 
reads that * hereafter no State court or court of 
the United States shall admit Chinese to citizen- 
ship, and all laws in conflict with this act are here- 
by repealed.” 

The petition, unsigned. was left with the crier 
of the court, and Chung Kee went away sorrow- 
ing. Chung Lam, however, did not seem to regret 
the honor that he had missed. and said, witha 
good-humored laugh, that “ the Friday court” was 
against the Chinese, and that he ought to have 
gone with his brother into **the Thursday court.” 


THE OHIO TO BE BROKEN UP. 
—_--—>- 
ANOTHER OF THE OLD ° LINE-OF-BATTLE 
SHIPS SOLD FOR TIMBER. 

Boston, Oct, 5.—The old line-of-batile ship, 
the Ohio, now lying in “ rotten row” in the Charles- 
town Navy-yard, has beensold, and is to be broken 
up. In her day she was considered one of the finest 
frigates that sailed the seas. She was designed 
and built by Henry Eckford, a Scotch ship-builder. 
She is 198 feet long, 54 feet 6 inches beam, and 22 


feet 5 inches deep. From the main deck she 
mounted 84 guns, and was considered a match for 
any first-rater in the navies of the Old World. She 
cost nearly $600,000. She first sailed from New- 
York in the year 1837, under the command 
of Capt. L. Kearney, for this  oity, 
where she was docked, and her first cruise 
was begun in 1838, when she sailed for the Medi- 
terranean under Commodore Isaac Hull and Capt. 
Joseph Smith. The full complement of men, in- 
cluding officers, seamen, and marines, was 820. She 
returned herein 1846 and was refitted. Then, on 
Feb. 4, 1847, she sailed for special service in the 
Gulf of Mexico under the command of Capt. S. H, 
Stringham. Next, in 1855 she returned here taking 
the place of the Franklin as receiving ship, and 
this service she followed until succeeded by the 
Wabash, several gears ago. She was long since 
abandoned as beyond usefulness, and has lain in 
the row without machinery or rigging of any con- 
sequence and her bull covered with barnacles. 
Her purchaser is a Rockland, Me., man. 


CRICKET IN PHILADELPHIA, 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5.—The cricket-match 
between the aill-Philadeiphia and all-United States 
teams was continued to-day. At theclose of play 
yesterday the Philadelphia had finished their first 
inning fer 127 runs and the United States team had 
46, with the loss of two wickets. The latter team 
elosed their first inning to-day with a score’of 140. 
The Philadelphians then went in for their second 
inning, and were soon disposed of for 70 runs. The 
all-United States followed with their second inning 
and had scored 18 runs, with the loss of two wick- 
ets, when stumps were drawn, leaving t»em 40 
runs to make to win. The game will be finished 
to-morrow morning, and a return match will be 
begun immediately afterward.

AN ATROCIVUS CRIME. ‘ 
AN OLD LADY OF 85 BRUTALLY ASSAULTER

New-HaveEn, Conn., Oct. 5.—Charles Reed: 
and George Bradley,two young men belonging to 
respectable families in the town of Guilford, were’ 
brought to this city to-night and put in jail to 
await trial ona serious charge.

Josiah Collins, was assisted into court to 
tell the story of the young men’s offenses.

Her husband, one of e best known 
and most respeeted citizens of Guilford Township, 
is % years old. Deacon Collins for a dozen years 
has been blind. He owns a little home on the out- 
skirts of the village of North Guilford, the 
result of a life-time of hard work and fru- 
gality. Two or three nights ago, while the 
old man and his wife were at home alone, 
two young men entered and began to act in a@ 
manner as indecent as it was boisterous. 
The remonstrances of the feeble oid folks 
were unavailing, and finally, so the oid 
Iasdy testified to-day, she was caught up by 
the young fellows, and despite her piteous 
appeals she was dragced out to a wood-shed and 
there treated in a shocking fashion. Her strength 
failed her and she became unconscious. When she 
revived Charies Reed stood by her. He had dashed 
water into her face to bring her to consciouspesa,: 
He told a specious tale of how he had accidentaliy 
entered the house and found her. But despite the 
young man’s story Mrs. Collins recognized him as 
one of her assailants. He hastily departed, but 
was subsequently arrested by a company of indig- 
nant citizens who took up the search. Mrs. Collins 
described George Bradley as Reed’s companion, 
and he too was captured hiding in a barn. He 
broke down when arrested. and made admissions 
which left little room for doubt as to his guilt. In 
tne Justice’s court to-day botb men were silent, re- 
fusing to say anything. Had they not been brought 
to New-Haven under guard it is believed that the 
excited citizens of North Guilford would have vig** 
ited a terrible punishment upon them to-night.

CAUSED BY BOILED OIL. 
HOW A PAINTER THINKS THE PITTSBURG 
EXPOSITION WAS DESTROYED. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 5.—W. C. Cook, 
who had charge of the sign-painting at the Exposi- 
tion, made some revelations to-day which the Fire 
Marshal thinks explain the origin of the fire that 
destroyed the Exposition Buildings. Mr. Cook‘ 
says that on the day before the fire he saw Prof.. 
Warner, the aeronaut, and two assistants pouring: 


boiled linseed-oil on Warner's balloon in the boiler- 
room. The oll was puton by the bucketful. 

‘I knew that putting oil on the balioon,” said 
Mr. Cook, *‘ was not the correct thing. Linseed- 
oil in its natural state is very combustible, but 
when boiled and made stronger it is much moreso. 
It is well known that rags saturated with the boiled 
oil and thrown in a heap or roiled up together will 
take fire spontaneousty, and it is impossible to hold 
such rags in the hand for any length of time with- 
out their taking fire... When my men are graining: 
or using boiled oil and rags I always instruct them 
to throw the rags outside of the building, as I have 
known of houses being burned down by negleot- 
ing to dothis. The balloon was made of canvas, 
which would absorb a considerable quantity of the 
oil, and when so saturated, rolled up and exposed 
to heat, it was almost certain to take fire.”’ 

The Fire Marshal says the incendiary theory is 
entirely without foundation, and he is firmly con- 
vinced that Prof. Warner's ignorance or carelesg 
ness is responsible tor the destruction.

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THE SALE OF TICKETS OVER CER- 

TAIN ROADS STOPPED. 

A MOVE BY COMMISSIONER” FINK TO PRE- 
VENT THE IRREGULARITIES GROWING 
OUT OF THE GIVING OF COMMISSIONS, 

* Turning tickets to the wall” is a term used 
by railroad ticket agents to indicate that the salo 
is stopped of tickets calling for passage over the 
routes named on them’ The order to turn tickets 
to the wall comes from the office of the Joint Ex: 
ecutive Committee (passenger department) of the 
railroads. The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad yes- 
terday issued no tickets over the Marietta and 
Cinginnati Road to Cincinnati, and the Erie issued 
none over the New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio 
and Ohio and Mississippi to St. Louis, and none 
over the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and Iu- 
dianapolis, or Bee Line, to Indianapolis. These 
tickets were *‘turned to the wall.” The order to 
this effect was issued from the office of Commis- 
sioner Fink on Thursday. The evidence which 
caused this action was secured in the usual way. 
The prohibition will continue until Commissioner 
Fink sees fit to remove it. Tickets over those roads 
to the points named can now only be secured at 
the full tariff rates, and the lines lose their share 
in the pro rata arrangement. 

Many tickets purvhased at reduced rates were 
presented at the jate meeting of the committee as 
svidences of irregularities. The trouble was said 
to haye arisen from granting commissions to 


nts, mainly by the lines in the West, where 
the competition is the sharpest. The agents 
or ticket brokers who secured the commissions 
sacrificed part of their profits to give customers re- 
Auctions, aud in that way the reduced rates were 
pbtained. The subject of irregularities did pot 
come up until the jast hour of the meeting of the 
committee, and as there was not time to discuss it 
it was left in the hands of the Chairman. William 
Call. dr., the Passenger Agent of the Atchison, To- 
pesa aud Sante Fo Railroad, was summoned to 
appear before Vice-Chairman Pierson to answer 
charges of allowing eommissions on tickets 
from New-York to Kansas City. Mr. Call 
mid that on Sept. 18 a German came 
into his office and asked for three tickets 
to Kansas City. He selected the lowest route, by 
the Erie, New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio, Chi- 
cago and Atlantic, and Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Roads. ‘The fare was 25 seeond class, 
and the three tickets came to $78 75, The man 
said he cid not want to go himself, but to send his 
mother, sister, and brother. They were going to 
another point in Missouri, bat wanted to stop in 
Kansas City. Mr. Call expected to secure the 
passage of the three persons for his own road 
west of Kansas City, The man gave Mr. Call 
and the change was returned to him. He 
zaid he could get the tickets $2 or $3 less down 
the street, aud he wanted a commission himself. 
Mr. Call told the purchaser that he could give 
none, but if the lines allowed him anything to call 
at the end of the month and he could have what- 
ever was awarded. The man said that under 
these circumstances be did not know as he would 
take the tickets, and Mr. Call told him if he did 
pot want to he could have his money refunded by 
resenting the tickets at the Erie office. The man, 

@evever, kept the tickets. Mr. Call suspected 
something and secured the receipt of the man for 
the full amount, $78 75, signed Henry Oecrily, 
which receipt he displayed. He also had his order 
on the Erle office marked the same amount. The 
man took the tickets to the Pennsylvania agent 
and made astatement that he obtained a comuis- 
sion on them. Mr. Call said he had no authority 
from any line to pay a commission, If this charge 
were proved the sale of tickets by the Chieago, 
Burlington and Quincy Road would be ordered 
stopped, but Mr. Call held the receipt in his own 
defense. The case may come up to-day. 

The orders to ‘turn to the wall" created a sensa- 
tion among the ticket offices in Broadway. Jt was 
looked upon as a Very serious matter. Stopping 
the sales of tickets meant heavy losses to the 
roads concerned, The stoppage was not in one 
.offiee but in all the offiees in New-York, Brooklyn, 
Jersey City, and Hoboken, The, charges were said 
to bave been instituted by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. It was also said that efforts would be made 
to implicate other lines. The down-town scalpers 
were selling tickets by the Peansylvania Railroad 
to Chicago, St. Louis, and Cincinnati at $1 less 
than regular rates and by the New-York Central, 
the Erie, and Baltimore and Obio at 50 cents less. 
Some of the scalpers sald they had found a 
way to tarn the Pennsylvania's restoration of 
commissions to regular agents to advantage. 
All the brokers had out staring signs announcing 
reduced rates to almost every polnt. The aspect 
was much es it was during the fierce rate war two 
years azo, and there was nearly as much excite- 
ment. The agents took it that Commissioner Fink 
was determined to put in operation the ‘‘ freezing 
out” process to stop any irregularities that might 
exist, and there was much criticism of his action. 
Commissioner Fink was said to have sent out per- 
sons to purchase tickets at cut rates to use as evi- 
dence. , There was mueh anxiety to know where 
“the lichtning would strike next.” It was report- 
ed that tue Commissioner would take the first op-

DICTATING RAILROAD RATES. 
SHARP ADVERSE CRITICISM OF THE BO0UTH 

CAROLINA COMMISSION. . 
Cuar.eston, 8. C., Oct. 5.—The standard 
teriff of freight and passenger rates recently es- 
wablished by the State Railroad Commission has 
“saused a great deal of intemperate discussion, and 
it is threatened that the law will be repealed aud 
the commission abolished at the next session of 
the Legislature. It is feared that the passage of 
the Railroad law will seriously impede railroad de- 

velopment in the State. 

In answer to a petition of the people ef Kershaw 
County for assistance in building a road from some 
point on the North Carolina Central to Liberty 


Hill, 8. C., John M. Robinson. President of the Sea- 
board and Roanoke system, says: “ When we have 
been gradually placing our companies in sucha 
strong financial condition ag would enable us to 
build feeders, or at least to aid in building feeders, 
to our long line into various sections of South 
Carolina, we have contemplated a road to Ben- 
nettsville, to Chester, to Spartanburg, and by way 
of Lancaster to some point in Kershaw County. I 
am very sorry to say that thereis ne inducement 
to build railroadsin South Carolina. On the con- 
trary, think persons who would invest money in 
such enterprises in your State would be apt to 
put their capital in great jeopardy. The action of 
your Legisiature last Winter has certainly been 
sufficient announcement to ponerse interested in 
buliding railroads that they build in South Caro- 
lina at their own peril. I for one would certainiy 
not be willing to put money in railroads in a State 
which undertakes to dictate how they are to 

managed and what rates are to be charged. Ifa 
State bas a right to dictate through a commission 
one rate it has aright to dictate another. Unless 
South Carolina is prepared to guarantee safety to 
property in railroads, I fear she will find it difficuit 
to get railroads built exeept by means of her own 

»ple.”” 

The Railroad Commission have been conferring 
with railroad agents for several days, and rates 
bave been arranged whieh will probably meet the 
poems Seomeees to the recent standard tariff, 

wut railroad representatives say it will be years 
before the confidenee of capitalists can be re- 
gained, unless the next Legisiature should modify 
the terms of the law and curtail the authority of 
the commission.

SAFETY ON THE WEST SHORE. 
A COMPLETE SYSTEM OF BLOCK SIGNALS IN 
PREPARATION. 


A complete system of block signals is in 
preparation for the New-York, West Shore and 
Buffalo Railroad, and will be ready for operation 
within a few weeks. Mr. Oharjes R. Johnson, sig- 
nal engineer of the Union Switch and Sigpal Com- 
pany, bas the work in charge, and he stated yes- 
terday that the block system in its most complete 
form was to be applied to nearly all of the stations 


of the West Shore Road. The system is the same 
as that in use on the Pennsylvania, New-York Cen- 
;jral, Boston and Albany,and other roads. The 
managers of the West Shore intend to govern and 
protect all of their passenger trains absolutely by 
the block signals: therefore the operation of the 
system on that road will be unusually extensive 
and thorough. Signal stations will divide the en- 
tire line of road into sections of two, three, or five 
miles in length, and no train will be permitted to 
leave a station until the section before it is cleared. 
Both the mechanical and pneumatic systems will 
be applied to these signals, which, in Mr. John- 
son's opinion, constitute an absolute preventive 
against collisions. 

The normal position of the mechanical levers in 
the signal stations will be at danger, so that the 
operator must keep his band on the lever when 
cleaving the way foratrain. If he goes away from 
his post or falis asleep the lever will instantly fly 
back, causing the danger signal to be displayed. 
The trains control the block signals in a large de- 
gree. Anuoperator can put the signals to danger 
at anytime. Ue can clear asection only when it 
isright that the section should be cleared. Electric 
block signals will be used in the tunnels, which 
will insure to each passenger train entering a tun- 
nel a cleartrack. According te this system, after 
a train has been given the main track all switches 
willremain automatically locked until after the 
train has passed. By having its line divided into 
short sections the West Shore Company will be 
obliged to employ a large force of station men, but 
it will be enablea to move trains expeditiously as 
‘acli as with safety. 

REFUSING TO BE PLACATED. 
Gaicaaco, Oct. 5.—In spite of the apparently 
harmonious meeting at Cincinnati, the rate war to 
South-eastern points is net yet ended. The Chi- 
cago and Eastern lilinois Road, or Danville route, 
is still making a cut-rate to all points involved in 


the late war. They sold tickets this morning at $1 
less than either the Pan Handle, Monon, or Kan-

BARTHQUAKES IN SOUTH AMERICA, 

Panama, Sept. 26.—On Aug. 29 earthquakes 
were felt in Salvador, Colombia, and Ecuador, 
while at Talcahbuano, Chili, on Aug. 28 the water 
rose two feet above high-water mark, and almost 
immediately afterward fell three feet. Just be- 
fore noon the tide went out, but 15 or 20 minutes 
afterward the water rose again as rapidly as it 


had fallen, and it continued to ebb and flow all the 
reatof theday. Atnight the water was quite 
caim and it wore its customary appearance on the 
following morning. Other phenomena have been 
observed at different places at about the same 
time. During the last week in August noises such 
as that produced by continuous firing during a 
severely contested battle were heard at Chiman, 
within 60 miles of Panama, in all the towns on the 
Bogota plateau, and at Manabi,in Ecuador. In 
all these places the detonations induced tbe belief 
that fighting was going onin the vicinity, and at 
Zipaquira, near Bogota, and at Manabi, in Ecua- 
dor, the troops were turned out ready to meet the 
supposed enemy.

WORK OF THE PROTESTANT EPIs- 
COPAL CONVENTION. 

THE LORD BISHOP OF ROCHESTER DELIVERS 

AN ADDRESS—TOE CONVENTION SITS AS 


A BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5.—The General Con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopa! Church in the 
United States reassembled this morning in the 
Church of the Holy Trinity. The Lord Bishop 
of Rochester, the Right Rey. Dr. Thorold, was in- 
troduced and addressed the House. “ Let no one 
persuade you,” said the Lord Bishop, ‘that England 
has ceased to love America. The English church 
is proud of the life and activity of her daughter. 
We in the old country do not feel as if we are in 
our decrepitude yet. The American church is 
foremost among the religious bodies of what I 


may truly calla religious land. In less than 100 
years 62 Sees havo been created in this eountry 
without asking the permission of a Legislature. 

“he House then met with the House of Bishops 
asthe Board of Missions. The Right Rev. Alfred 
Lee, Bishop of Delaware, presided. On motion of 
Bishop Stevens, of Pennsylvania, the rules were 
suspended in order that the Lord Bishop of 
Roehester might present a communication from 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. 

The Lord Bishep said the Archbishop desired to 
congratulate the American chureh on the approach- 
ing centenary of the consecration ot the Right Rev. 
Bishop Seabury. The Lord Bishop paid a glowing 
tribute te the memory of the late Dr, Tait, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, He had a very big heart, in 
which was room for many religious communions. 
The American church and the citizens of the United 
States were always regarded with love and respect: 
A worthyjsuccessornow oocupied thejchair of Saint 
Augustine. Archbishop Benson was a man of 
great learning, great capacity, and creat courage. 
The Lord Bishop said he would do all in in his pow- 
er to persuade him te yisit the United States. 
The speaker had oecasionally heard it hinted that 
the otestant Episcopal Church was ar aristo- 
cratic cbhurch—the church of tne wealthy and 
not of the masses. He did not believe it, 
A reproach sometimes cast was not a just one, 
that the poor were not to be found in our churches. 
The poor had souls as weil as the rich. He consid- 
ered the United States as the kingdom of common 
sense, * Much of our preaching,” said the speaker, 
‘is unintelligible to the masses. What are we to 
do? Must we leave them to themselves? In Eng- 
land they say to the masses, * we will give you 
churches of yourown where you can come and 
bring your wives and dhildren and the service and 
preaching will be easily understeoa.’ The key to 
the problem is, Let a mission church be annexed 
to every wealthy church and see that the congre- 
gation is cared for.” 

Another subjeet the Lord Bishop had greatly at 
heart was the battle with intemperance. ‘** We 
may have.” said he, “as many free churches as 
we please; we may open as many free libraries as 
we please, but as long as the demon of intemper- 
ance haunts our homes the churches will be use- 
Jess, the sermons will be useless, and the efforts of 
the laymen useless. If you want to earn the eter- 
nal gratitude of the masses you will use your ener- 
gies and prayers in this battle against intemper- 
ance.’ 

The letter from the Archbishop of Canterbury 
was read by Bishop Lee, the deputies all standing. 
It congratulated the Convention on the approach- 
ing centenary of the consecration of Bishop Sea- 
bury, the firat prelate of the Episcopal Charch 
in America, Resolutions of congratulation 
were also read from the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel in_ Forei Parts. 
The second triennial report of the Board of Man- 
agers of the Board of Missions of the Domestic and 
Foreign Missionary Society was presented by the 
Rey. Joshua Kimber, It stated that the total in- 
come was $1,169,658, being an increase of $220,721. 
The creatiop of the new missionary jurisdictions 
in New-Mexico, Montana, and Washington Ter- 
ritory at the last session of the General 
Convention necessarily added largely to the 
demands upon the domestic dopartment for 
appropriations, but the gross recelpts applicable 
to the payment of such appropriations seem to 
have increased sufficiently to meet them, or nearly 
so. On motion ofgthe Rev, Dr. N. H. Schenck, a 
committee of five Bishops, five Presbyters, and five 
laymen was appointed to consider and report 
names for election as members of the Board of 
Managers. 

The Right Rey, Bishop Clarkson, of Nebraska, 
addressed the board relative to hia work in that 
diocese. He was happy to be ableto report that 
his diocese was abie to support its own Bishop. 
Nebraska had 36 clergy, 35 churches, 2,200 com- 
munieaots, the church institution, a cathedral, a 
hospital. a bishop's residence, and a moderate 
episcopal endowment. Bishop Clarkson pleaded 
for Bishops for Dakota, Wyoming, Idaho, Arizona, 
and Alaska, 4 

In the absence of Bishop C. M. Williams, of Yedo, 
his report was read by the Rev. William C. Wil- 
liams, D. D., of Georgia. It stated that since the 
last Convention the number of catechists and as- 
sistants had doubled. The number of schools had 
increased from 4 to 8, scholars in boarding and day 
schools from 40 to 90, and scholars in Sunday- 
schools from 100 to 125, There are now 12 chapels. 
The number in 1880 was 5. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Tuttle, Missionary Bishon 
of Utah, addressed the board and pleaded in behalf 
of Missionary Bishops tor all the Territories. He 
referred to the inroads of Mormonism into Georgia 
and Mississippi, and said the Mormon Church was 
a mighty missionary one. 

Tne Right Rev. Benjamin Wistar Morris, D. D., 
Missionary Bishop of Oregon, made a favorabie 
report of the work in his diocese. He stated that 
the completion of the Northern Pacific Road had 
inaugurated a new condition of things in that sec- 
tion of the couetey. 

The Right Rey. Bishon Lee appointed the follow- 
ing Committee on Nomination of the Committee 
of the Board of Missions: The Bishops of Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Albany, Minnesota, and Oregon; the 
Revs. N. H. Schenck, D. D., of the Diocese of Long 
Island; William C. Williams, D. D,, of the Diocese 
of Georgia; W. Tatlock, W. R. Huntington, D. D., 
of the Diocese of Massachusetts, and George H. 
Norton, D. D., of the Diocese of Virginia: Messra. 
H. P. Baldwin, of the Diocese of Michigan; J. W. 
Gilbert, of the Diocese of Long Island; Hamilton 
Fish, of the Diocese of New-York: James W. Wool- 
worth, of the Diocese of Nebraska, and J. W. An- 
drews, of Southern Ohio. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Whitaker, of Nevada. 
addressed the board, and said the fact must be 
looked squarely in the face that Nevada will 
always be a missionary field. The Right Rev. 
Bishop Pierce, of Arkansas and the Indien Terri- 
tory, speke of the work under hiscare. The Right 
Rev. W. Hobart Hare, 8, T. D., Bishop of Niobrara, 
said that 18 years ago, when the missionary juris- 
diction of Niobrara was set apart, that section of 
country was almost exclusively oceupied by In- 
dians, numbering about 30,000. The Indians had 
never been subjected to the degradation of coming 
in contact with the whites. The Bishop maintained 
that the Indlans were mentally and morally a 
superior people. They were being deprived of 
everything they hold most dear and actually 
stripped alive. In any bargain undertaken with 
our people, they had been egregiously swindled. 
If an outbreak of Indian violence should make us 
shudder, we should remember that with a sense of 
their great wrongs they were apt to forget them- 
selves. There were in the Bishop's diocese 18 clergy- 
men, of whom five Were natives. Tier had several 
books in their own language. If auy one thing 
had made the Indians the prey of the white man, 
it was that thev had lived on little reservations, 
and constituted an indigestible mass of whieh the 
social body was anxious to get rid. The sooner 
the Indians were like our people the sooner they 
would cease to be Indians. 

The Board of Missions then adjourned, and at 
10:80 o'clock to-morrow morning the other Mis- 
sionary Bishops will present thelr reports.

PRESBYTERIAN MISSIONARIES~—METHODISTS 
IN FAVOR OF THE ITINERANCY. 
Lockport, N. Y., Oct. 5.—A convention of 
domestic missionaries of the Presbyterian Church 
met here yesterday, and will conclude its business 
this evening. Missionaries of both sexes are pres- 
sent from Mexico, Alaska, Utah, Indian Territory, 
and many points of the far West. The objects of 


the convention are the imparting of information 
to the public in regard to the work of the domes- 
tic missions, and the raising of funds to ald this 
work. Much local jnterest is manifested, and 
large audiences attend from this vicinity. 


Sr. Pau, Minn., Oct, 5.—The Minnesota 
Conferenee of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
this morning voted down a resolution askirge the 
General Oonference to remove the time limit of 
pastorates, and adopted the following:

MR. GOWEN AND MR. PATTERSON BEFORE 
THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5.—Franklin B. Gowen, 
President ot the Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
road Company, to-day appeared before the legis- 
lative committee appointed to investigate the char- 
acter of the testimony taken inthe Standard Oil 
investigation about a year ago. E. G. Patterson, 
of Titusville, who is charged with selling State in- 
formation to the Standard Company, was also 
present. Mr. Gowen was interrogated by the com- 
mittee regarding a statement which he had made 


that Patterson had been paid $7.00 by the Stan- 
dard Oil Company to suppress testimony collected 
by him for the Commonwealth's use, and replied 
that he had obtained his information from the 
sworn testimony of Mr. Patterson bimself in a sult 
between him and the Tide-water Pipe Company, 
tried at Meadville some months previously. 

Mr. Gowen read the testimony given by Mr. Pat- 
terson in crogs-examination at Meadville, in which 
he substantially admitted having denied it in direct 
examination. Mr. Gowen then explained how the 
suit came about, and how the matter of the money 
came to be a question for exaroination. He then 
went on to say that he has evidence to show that 
Mr. Patterson and Mr. Archibald, of the Standard 
Company, had a meeting in Philadelphia some time 
in April, 1882, and that an agreement was then 
made which was ratified by the payment of the 
money at a meeting at the Stevens House, in New- 
York, a few weeks later. In answer to a question, 
Mr. Gowen sald he relied for proof upon the testi- 
mony of other witnesses. They would be reluc- 
tant witnesses, perhaps, but he supposed the pro- 
cess of the committee would insure their presence. 

Mr. Dodd, general solicitor of the Standard Oil 
Company, said that if Mr. Gowen would furnish 
the names of any personsconnected with the com- 
pany who were wanted as witnesses he would see 
that they were brought forward. If they were out 
of the State the subpona of the committee would 
not be operative, but that would make no differ- 
ence. He supposed the important witness was 
John DPD. Archibald, one of the managers of the 
company, who, he was authorized to say, would 
appear whenever needed. 

E. G. Patterson testified that he was in this city 
on April 11, 12, and 13. Mr. Archibald was also 
here, and @ mutual friend came to him and said 
Mr. Archibald wanted to see him and make peace 
withhim. “Itold bim,” sald the witness, ‘I had 
been fighting too long and spent too much money 
for auy very peacefal relations. At that time 
the Atterney-General had told me that the 
State was under no_ obligations to me. 
Il saw Mr. Archibald, and he eaid that if the 
Standard Oil Company could make an agreement 
with me to stop this fight they would guarantee 
me against any loss. I said I would consider that 
and went home. The following weck, in New 
York, another consuitation took place. We came 
to terms. They were to reimburse me in cash for 
the expenses of the suit, amounting to $7,500 as 
agreed upon, and to pay me an additional $7,500 
in installments from time totime."” Forthis Mr. 
Patterson was to desist from his aggressive at- 
tacks. It was not until after the trial of the Com- 
monwealth’s case and after his final interview 
with Attorney-General Palmer, who had rejected 
his proposition for a reopening of the case, that he 
met Mr. Archibald. 

Mr. Gowen asked for the name of the mutual 
friend.

THE CHISHOLM MURDER TRIAL.

REBUTTAL TESTIMONY STRONGLY AGAINST 
THE PRISONER, 

It was expected that the trial of John Chis- 
holm for wife murder, in the Essex County (N. J.) 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, would be brought to 
a@ conclusion yesterday, but the whole day was 
consumed in the taking of testimony and the sum- 
ming up of the lawyers. The evidence taken yes- 
terday was offered by the State in rebuttal—first 
of the defendant's statement that the pistol went 
off accidentally while he and his wife were strug- 
gling for it as it lay on the window-sill between 


them; and in rebuttal of some testimony offered 
for him that his relations with his wife were kindly 
and affectionate. Mrs. Mary A, Hernandez testi- 
fied that she lived in the same house and on the 
same floor with the Chisholms for some time on 
Prince-street. He treated his wife well for a time. 
but afterward be came home drunk, cursed, and 
abused her, and once threw a loaf of bread at her. 
Mre, Hernandez’s husband testified to substantial- 
ly the same thing. “She had,” he said, “a dying 
ry 4 in her arms when he threw the loaf of bread 
at her.’ 

Hettie Dickerson was called to disprove the de- 
fendant’s story that the pistol went off accidental- 
ly while both held it. Her testimony was to the 
effect that there were no powder marks on Mrs. 
Chisholm’s hands, nor were there any on her 
clothing at the point where the fatal ball entered 
her body as there might have been if there had 
been a seuffie for the pistol. Then Ella Ma- 
comber, the dead woman's sister, who ran away 
when she saw the pistol, was called. Her state- 
ment was direct and positive. She heard Chisholm 
say “I'll fix you.” 

** And then,” she added, “I saw him raise the 
pistol], take deliberate alm, and fire.”’ 

That there might be no mistake about the de- 
tails of his story, the prisoner was recalled by tne 
State and required to tell it over aguin—whioh he 
did substantially as published. County Physician 
Hewlett. who followed, testified tothe absence of 
powder marks. Under Sheriff Davis, a Colonel in 
the late war, testified that the pistol could not 
have gone off if held as the prisoner had detailed. 
It cocked hard and the tricger was stiff, both of 
which facts weighed against an accidental lifting 
of the hammer. 

The defense desired to have the sewing-maching 
at which Mrs. Chisholm sat when she received the 
fatal shot brought into court. It was placed in the 
witness-box—the bar of which served for the win- 
dow-sili—and Ella Macomber sat down to show 
how Lottie sat when Chisholm made his appearance 
at the window. 

This closed the case on both sides, and counsel 
prepared to sum up. Mrs. Macomber, the dead 
woman's mother, had been sitting between Prose- 
cutor Keen and his assistant. She was robed in 
black, and underneath her crape veil preesed a 
handkerchief to hereyes. She sat back when the 
summing up commenced. Judge Depue’s an- 
nouncement that the case was about ready for the 
jurors unnerved the young prisoner's mother and 
she fainted in herchair. A little water restored 
her. Counselor Samuel Kalisch delivered an ad- 
dress for the defense and Prosecutor Keen 
summed up fortbe State, Judge Depue will give 
the oase to the jury this morning. 
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COAL AZ’ A REDUCED PRICE. 


——— 
THE CAUSE OF A LARGE SALE AT PRICES BE- 
LOW SEPTEMBER RATES. 


The sale of several thousands of tons of coal 
at a reduced rate by the Delaware and Hudson 
Coal Company caused quite a stir in the ¢oal trade 
yesterday. Reports were in circulation that a war 
of prices between the ereat coal companies had 
been begun. The placid and peaceful demeanor 
of the officera of the Delaware and Hudson Com- 
pany, however, was in striking contrast to the ex- 
citing ramors on the Street. ‘Those gentlemen 
Inughed at the idea of a war of prices, and ex- 
plained that the most amicable feelings existed be- 
tween the leading coal-producing companies. 
Vice-President Olyphant said: ‘It istrue thatthis 
company has sold 10,000 or 15,000 tons of coal at 
prices that will perhaps average 15 cents a ton less 
than the September rates. We were induced to 
dispose of this coal because we could not get the 
necessary cars to transport it West or North. We 
bave not cut under the prices of the other com- 
panties, but bave simply come down to the same 
prices that they have been maintaining. The Del- 
aware and Hudson Company's coal is generally 
higher priced than other coal.” 

The action of the Delaware and Hudson Com- 
pany seems to have produced no disturbing effect 
on such concerns as the Reading, Delaware and 
Lackawanna, or Pennsylvania Coal Companies. 
Officers of those three companies disclaimed any 
expectations of a coal-rate fight. It was learned 
by Tux Times's reporter that the Delaware and 
Hudson Company had adhered strictly to its Sep- 
tember circular, while other companies had been 
making open reduetions, The alleged decrease in 
prices by the Delaware anq Hudson was but a 
return to its August rates. Mr. Olyphant said that 
he presumed his company would continue to sell 
under the August circular for the present unless 
an immediate increased demand for coal should 
impel them to return to the September rates. The 
coal trade is now iu an apparently healthy condl- 
tion. ‘The demand this season is larger than ever 
before, the anthracite cval trade having marketed 
2,000,000 tons more than last year. Just now 
there is a complaint of a lack of cars on neariy all 
of the railroads. The coal companies cannot get 
transportation to the West for as much coal as they 
have orders for. With the reduction made by the 
Delaware and Hudson ali of the large companies 
are now supposed to be maintaining about the 
same rates, and there is said to be no probability 
of any radical change this Fall.

INSTRUCTORS AND STUDENTS AT 
WORK AFTER VACATION. 

MORE UNDERGRADUATES THAN EVER BE- 
FORE—NEW BUILDINGS AND PREPARA- 
TIONS FOR ATHLETIC SPORTS. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 5.—The two hun- 
dred and forty-seventh academic year of Harvard 
began last Thursday, and instructors and students 
are now fairly at their work. The incoming Fresh- 
man class will doubtiess equal in size that of last 
year, although the result of the Fall entranee ex- 
aminations has not yet been ascertained. Tho 
total number of stuaents will, it now seems, be the 
highest ever reached. 

The French department of the college has sus- 
tained a severe loss in the death of Prof. Adrien 
Jeequinot, who died of pneumonia on Sept. 21, 
soon after his return from Europe, where he had 
passed the Summer, 

No ehanges have been made in the college yard 
during the Summer vacation, but on Holmes Field 
the erection of the new Law School and of the 
Jefferson Physieal Laboratory, together with the 
construetion of the new athletio grounds and run- 
ning track. bas altered the appearance of that por- 
tion of the college grounds to an extent easily 
to be appreciated. It is expected that the new Law 
School, or some portion of it atleast, will be occu- 


pied this week for lectures, The library has been 
moved in from Dane Hall, and workmen are rapid- 
ly putting the buiiding into shape. For beauty and 
convenience this building is unsurpassed by any 
other of the university struotures. It is built en- 
tirely of stone, with chaste designs both inside and 
out, has commodious lecture-rooms, retiring-rooms 
for the Professors, lebbies, coat-rooms, &c., and a 
spacious reading hall, to which adjoins the library 
and delivery room fer books, and which is so weil 
lighted and ventilated that. with a floor on which 
every footfall is deadened, it would be hard tovon- 
ceive a better plaec for the study of the intricacies 
of the law. 

‘The Physieal Laboratory, which is only a tew roas 
from the Law School, will not be completed until 
April. At present its three stories are nearly fin- 
ished and work has begun on the roof. Pains have 
been taken to isolate the building for the perform. 
ance of delicate experiments, and it stanc’s upon a 
eoncrete foundation. Among its features is a tem- 
perature-room which has walls separated 12 inches 
from the external walls of the building. 

The new athletic grounds on Holmes Field will 
take the place of those on Jarvis Field. The new 
rupning-track will be a quarter mile and the base- 
ball and foot-ball matches will be played inside its 
circumference. A delay of several weeks in the 
completion of the track was caused by an unfor- 
tupate mistake in the interpretation of the con- 
tract under whieh the track is constructed. 
The specifications called for a layer of 
corrse cinders and gravel upon the founda- 
tion, and upon this a layer three inches thick 
of fine einders and sand. This would make a 
porous covering through which any water could 
easily pass to the foundation and be drained off. 
But by mistake a layor of sma)l rocks and gravel 
was put down, and this was covered by a layer of 
ashes and fine gravel. This composition would 
soon form a concrete, and it is now being re- 
moved to be replaced by the speeified layers. 
Notwithstanding the delay, it is expected that the 
track will he finished in alittle over two weeks, 
and when it is done Harvard will have as good a 
track as there isin the country, if not the finest. 
The rest of the grounds will not be ready for use 
until the next academie year, for it will take some 
time for a sod to form of suflicient toughness for 
the purpose intended. 

This week the various college organizations, or 
most of them at least, will hold their annual meet- 
ings for the choice of officers, &c. President Rob- 
inson, of Brown University, says: “ The multivlica- 
tion of students’ clubs, aszociations, and societies 
that call for intercollegiate games, or for annual 
mestings and reunions during term time, has now 
reached a point where some kind of restrictive 
action would seem to be called for.’ If the gentle- 
man were to visit Cambridge this week, the nu- 
merous notices of meetings posted in conspicuous 
Hag soy about the college yard, would confirm him 

n his opinion that a stop should be put to some of 
these diversions from College duties. The club 
spirit, both soclal and contentious, is rife at Har- 
vard at the present time. 

In the Fall most of the athletic interest centres 
in the career of the foot-bali team, and, perhaps 
never before has a session opened more auspicious- 
ly for Harvard than the present one. The enthu- 
siasm and evident desire to work shown by the 
different candidates for the team have been all 
that could be desired. R, M. Appleton, 84, who 
vas elected Cantuin of the team, returned to Cam- 
bridge before the opening of the term, and last 
Monday a number of candidates for the team began 
practice and have been at work twice a day since. 
The partial suceess of the Harvard eleven last 
Fall has created a livlier interest than ever 
in the college at large, which promises excellent 
support to the team this season. If the number of 
candidates presenting themselves is to stendily 
inerease during the next few days, as there is every 
reason to expect it will, there is no doubt that 
there will be plenty of good material for the team. 
Tha principal games this Fall will be playetl away 
from Cambridge, and, although Yale will not be 
playea at New-Haven, the Princeton game will 
take place in New-Jersey. Princeton has not re- 
covered from her set-back at Cambridge Jast year, 


‘and Harvara will find in her a formidable rival. 


The game with Yale will take place on Thanks- 
giving Day at the Polo Grounds in New-York, Har- 
vard having won the privilege of playing there by 
her victories of last Fall. The victory of the Har- 
vard erew at New-London last June has inspired 
every foot-ball man witha most earnest desire to 
repeat the success on the field this Fall, and noth- 
ing which can contribute to success will be left un- 

one. 

Of the candidates who have thus far presented 
themselves, Cabot, the Captain of last year’s team, 
has been on the field several days practicing hard 
at half-back play. Austin has shown up very fine- 
ly in the preliminary practice, and promises to 
make a valuable man for back orhalf-back. Henry, 
who was a haif-back cn last year’s team, hegan 
work last Thursday. Mason, who did brilliant work 
last year, is hard at it again, butis bothered by a 
lameness in his right wrist, caused by a serious dis- 
location. Kendall and Adams have begun work 
with the team as wellas Crane and Gilman, who 
were substitutes on last year’s team. The rushers 
have not been called out yet, but there promises 
to he an abundance of material. 

The changes in the rules made at the recent foot- 
ball convention promise a much fairer result than 
was possible under the old roles. Two warnings 
instead of tbroe now disqnalify a player, and 
while accidental violation will not seriously affect 
one, nevertheless obstacles have been put in the 
way of foul play such as has often been witnessed. 
In the new system of scoring, a goal from a touch- 
down eounts 6 points, a goal from the field 5 
points, a touch-down 2 points, and a safety touch- 
down made by an opponent 1 point. f other 
points are tied it will require 2 safeties to decide 
a game, 

In boating it is not expected that much will be 
done this Fall. Surprised and overjoyed at the 
brilliant victories of last June, the students 
feel more like celebrating the past successes 
than preparing for new contests which are 
yet a long way off. A _ dinner will doubt- 
less be given the university crew of last 
year after the annual meeting of the boat 
club, which takes place next Wednesday evening. 
It is very doubtful if Clarke, who was elected Cap- 
tain of the ’varsity crew, will remain at Cam- 
bridge during the year. He proposes to engage in 
business in New-York if the college Faeulty will 
allow bim to take the examinations of the Senior 
Class, of which he 1s a member, withont residence 
in Cambridge. I{ Clarke leaves, there will be only 
four of last year’s crow left, Hammond, Belshaw, 
and Sawyer, as well as Sanger, the coxswain, were 
graduated. Of the others, Perkins and Mumford 
are Seniors, Starrow is a Junior, and Borland isa 
Sophomore. 

L. V. Le Moyne, *84, was elected Captain of the 
balinine last June. There will be a number of 
changes made in the team tbis year, the most 
marked of which will be the retirement of Coolidge, 
*81, who has been a member of the nine for four or 
five years. Little work will be done this Fali, and 
after a Winter of hard work in the gymnasium it is 
expected that a successful season for Harvard 
will be inaugurated next Spring.

rations is dangereus to the people's liberty, and that 
the emaneipation of the working people must be 
achieved by themselves. The report demands that 
tho railroad land grants forfeited shall be re- 
claimed by the Government; that election days 
shall be legal holidays, and that all laborers have a 
half-holiday on Saturdays; that equal pay shall be 
given for equal work to both sexes, and that the 
convict contract system shall be abolished; 
that compulsory education sball be enforced, and 
that the Statefurnish books and other schoo! ma- 
terial free; that a law be passed making eight 
hours @ legal day’s work, and that penalties be 
fixed for its violation; that the employment of

mines be prohibited; that the Commissioners of

The young woman who was found with Austin 
at Red Bank is the daughter of respectable parents 
residing in Jersey City. She was brought home 
yesterday. 


RECORDS OF BUSINESS DISASTER.

THE INCREASE IN THE NUMBER OF FAILURES 
IN EASTERN AND MIDDLE STATES. 

The distinctive feature of the failures for 
the third quarter of the year is tho surprising in- 
crease of mercantile disasters in the Eastern and 
Middle States. Whis was due largely to the heavy 
failures in the leather trade in Boston and in the 
clothing trade in this City. The total number of 
failures in the United States for the quarter end- 
ing Sept. 30, as reported at Bradstreet’s Mereantile 
Agency, is 2,062, an increase of 404 over the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1882. The reported liabilities 
are $49,460,151 and the assets $23,375,331, the in- 
crease in reported liabilities being in round num- 
bers $30,000,000 over the third quarter of 1882. Thus 
far this year 7,358 failures are reported, this being 
an Increase of 2,000 over the first nine months of 
the previous year. These represeut gress linbili- 
ties of $123,000,000 and groes assets of only $63,000,- 
000, and their magnitude may be judged from the 
fact that the increase in liabilities is $52,000,000, 
and in assets $26,000,000 in round numbers. 

The failures for the quarter in this City were 80, 
which is 9 less than In the third quarter of 1882, 
but the amonnt of liabilities is increased from 
$4,529,032 to $9,021,761. The assets, too, were in- 
creased from $1,248,316 to $5,641,865, the percentage 
of the latter to the former belng 63, as against 48 
in the previous same quarter last yest. The total 
number of failures in this City during the firat nine 
months of the year is 288, an inerease of 80 ever 
last —_ reeord for the same period. By sections, 
the failures for the quarter have been: Eastern 
States, 355; Middie, 443; Southern, 290; Weatern. 
615; Pacific, 272; Territories, 87; Canada and prov- 
inces, 820. The average liabilities of each failing 
trader were $23,986, the percentage of assets to 
liabilities being 48. The average liabilities to each 
trader are $10,700 creater than those of the first 
quarter, and $9,000 greater than those for the see- 
ond quarter of the year. The number of failures 
were, however, 1,127 less than during the first quar- 
ter, and 45 less than during the second quarter of 
the year. 

in commenting upon the situation Bradsircet’s 
for this week willsay: “The immediate cause of 
this increase in mercantile failures exists in the 
over-trading made possible by the apparent ease 
with which the traffic in commercial paper is car- 
ried on. The abuse isserious. To check it two 
things need to be done. First, the organization of 
trade should in some way be carried further, to 
the end that the sale and purehase of mercantile 
paper may be carried on more openly than now: 
secend, a genera! bankrupt Jaw should be enacted 
vpeedily with severe penalties for such abuses as 
have been shown to oxist.”’

Cxricaao, Oct. 5.—Detectives passed through 
here last night for Tilden, Texas, in charge of 
Clabe Young, who is wanted for the murder of a 
man named O'Donnell in November, 187& The 
prisoner was arrested on a ranch 70 miles south of 
Rawlins, where he was living witn @ Mrs. Castro, 
having driven the husband of the woman away. 
It is told of Young that he and his brother carried 
on a career of brigandage in the south-western 
part of Texas fora number of years, robbing otages. 
The murder of O’Donnell resultea in their being 
driven from that part of the country. 

Harrrax, Oct. 5.—Robert Stathers, who has 
been employed as clerk in the Auditor's office of 
the Finance Department of Canada, in this eity, 
for 15 years, was arrested to-day charged with em- 
bezzlement. The amount is said to be between 
$20,000 and $30,000.

SCREWINC DOWN THE POP VALVE. 

Wasnincton, Oct. 5.—Supervising In- 
spector Starbuck, of New-York, who is conducting 
the investigation at Albany into the explosion on 
the tug Robinson, reports to the Supervising In- 
spector-General of Steam Vessels that there is not 


the slightest doubt in his mind that the explosion 
was caused by the grossest negligence and care- 
lessness on the part of all in charge of the boat. 
The second engineer of the Betts, who was former- 
ly a fireman on the Robinson, he says, testified that 
a bar was screwed over the stem of the “pop 
valye”’ so that it could not blow, and the Inspector 
adds that this man “‘ modestly” swears that during 
the six weeks he was on the Robinson be never 
saw the gauge register more than 108 to 110 pounds 
and never heard the lever safety valve blow. The 
Inspector says the fusible plug was talken from 
the piece of the boiler recovered and was found 
intact.

RISTORING PEACE IN PERU—THE CLERGY 
AND ECUADORIAN POLITICS. 


Panama, Sept. 26.—Intense disgust is ex- 
pressed in all circles on the isthmus at the attempt 
now being made by the State Government to mort- 
gaze the share of the Panama Railroad subsidy 
which belongs to the State. It is feared themoney 
will go the same way as the present taxes, without 
any benefit to the community. 

The Presidential election in the {nterifor is said 
to have passed over quietly, although no lists have 
been published. 

The Comercio, of Bogota, of Sept. 1, says: ‘ Ex- 
change is now quoted at 18 per cent. premium on 
New-York, 15 per cent. on London, and 14 on 
Paris. This fall originates !n the scarcity of coin 
and the stagnation of business, the sale of bills on 
Paris by the Government, the anxiety and almost 
certainty with which the settlement of the elaim ts 
regarded which Sefior Colunge Is now pressing on 
account of the sale to the canal company of the 
Panama Railroad, and that it isolaimed the greater 
part of the exchange sold in Panama by the canal 
company. in orderto obtain funds, will in fature 
be sold in Barranguilla, where exchange has also 


commenced to recede, It will consequently not 
surprise usif bills are very soon obtainable at 10 
per cent. premium.” 

The Libera] vote at the recent election In Ecna- 
dor was much larger than either party expected, 
and each claimsatriumpb. Allthe provinces have 
not been heard from, and the result is not definite- 
ly known, During the elections at Quito there 
was some trouble, in which the furniture of the 
Liberal Club was broken and Gen. Sarasti’s son 
maltreated. ‘here are signs of a peaceful future. 
The Archbishop has addressed a pastoral letter to 
che clerey. which he orders to be read in the 





churches, in which he informs the people that as 
the elections for the convention are about to take 
piace, and they are ignorant as to who are the 
fitting candidates to elect, they must east their 
votes as instructed by the clergy. It is probable 
that in many of the interior towns these orders 
will have n obeyed, and the most addicted 
servants of the ohurch will consequently attend 
the convention bound to vote against every Lib- 
eral proposition which may be introduced by the 
representatives of the coast, who are rapidly grow- 
ing sick of the long preserved predominance of the 
church in political matters. 

Montero’s power continues to wane In’ Paris, 
although hia friends still laud him as General, 
Admiral, and President, and he declares that he 
will fight to the death. He ts almost without sup- 
port, and it is hoped the towns-people will depose 
him from authority and an Iglesias. The country 
is evincing renewed signs of a desire for peace, 
although Caceres, while fleeing toward Arequipa, 
endeavored to arouse the Indians by proclaiming 
that a war of races -the mountain Indians against 
the coast whites—was about to break ont. 

The Chilians hope to be out of Lima by Nov. 1, 
but it will probably ke some days later before the 
Peruvian flag will be hoisted in the capital. The 
presence in Lima of Sefior Aldunate, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs of Chili, is considered to betoken 
the speedy reopening of diplematic relations 
through the regular channels, instead of by special 
Commissioners, delegates, Generals, &c. 

The Chilians have evacuated Ica and Sefior 
Aguirre has been appointed by Iglesias Prefect of 
the Department. His first acts have been to re- 
establish order, to organize a police force, to 
abolish the passport system and all war taxes, and 
to place the department on a peaceful footing. 

Two fights with the montoneros have recently 
taken place, in which a large number of them were 
killed. ‘They are principally armed with slings and 
lances or rnde pikes, made by lashing knives upon 
poles, and are easily routed when aitacked by 
troops armed with repeating rifles. Until com- 
pletely exterpated or reduced to the condition in 
which they were before the war these Indian mobs 
will continually menace life and property.

Novembe Tibs sold up 50 cents in 
sympathy, and January ribsclosed 10 cents higher, 
at $0 $0 asked. Lard was aiso excited for this month 
advancing 35 cents, and closing at an improvement of 
35% cents, at 68 25 bid, while January lard closed 5 
to 7s cents higher, at $7 70 asked. October pork ad- 
vanced 80 cents and closed at the top, at $11 85, while 
January closed 17} cents higher, at Bil 40 bid. It wa6 
eald that the lard in etore here is all held by British 
rms, and that the quantity sold short for October 
proves to be four times as great as any one dreamed 
of previohs to this week.

The New-Orleans National Bank seems 
determined to stand by the Louisiana Lot- 
tery Company. It allowed itself to be used 
by the company as an agent for receiving its 
registered letters, thereby assisting it to 
evade an order of the Post Office Depart- 
ment issued under authority of a national 
law, and now it brings suit for $100,000 
damages on account of the order forbidding 
the delivery of registered letters to the bank 
itself. The suit appears to be a sort of ac- 
tion for libel, as the bank alleges that the 
Postmaster-General’s order charges it with 
fraudulent practices and illegal action in 
and about its banking business. Such a 
charge is hardly visible to the ordinary eye 
in the order as promulgated. The Post- 
master-General is merely trying to enforce 
the law which forbids the delivery of money 
orders and registered letters to lotteries, and 
the question is whether this law can be 
evaded by having these delivered to a bank 
or other respectable agency. If the New- 
Orleans National Bank consents for a con- 
sideration to act as the agent of a lottery 
company it has no right to complain when 
it is dealt with as such. 


The lessee system of employing convict 
labor in the South, which is subject to most 
outrageous abuses, was graphically exposed 
by Mr. Georce W. CaBLE at the recent 
conference in Louisville, and roundly de- 
nounced by other speakers. The National 
Prison Association, which is holding a 
meeting in this City, also takes occasion to 
condemn it in a formal manner. The abo- 
lition of the system depends upon the action 
of the States in which it exists, but the 
most effectual means of influencing their 
Legislatures is to be found in directing the 
enlightened sentiment of the country against 
the barbarism which now flourishes under 
their sanction.

THE PENSION LAST. 

For some years members of Congress from 
the South have been trying to secure the 
enactment of a law giving a pension to 
every surviving soldier of the Mexican war. 
Thus far they have failed, but their efforts 
will be renewed in the coming Winter. The 
next annual meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation of Mexican War Veterans will be 
held at Washington in December next, im- 
mediately after the beginning of the first 
session of the Forty-eighth Congress, and it 
is already announced by prominent mem- 
bers of the association that the veterans will 
combine business with pleasure by making 
personal appeals to Congressmen in behalf 
of the pension bill. Union veterans of the 
war of the rebellion who were held in Con- 
federate prisons have also agreed to support 
a bill giving a pension and a bounty toevery 
one of their number. Several bills providing 
pensions for those who were in prison were 
introduced in Congress at the last session, 
and the National Association of Union Pris- 
oners of War has determined to work for 
the passage of the one introduced by Repre- 
sentative Roxgison, of Ohio, which pro- 
vides that every surviving prisoner of war 
shall receive two dollars a day for each day’s 
confinement in a Confederate prison, and 
that in addition he shall receive a half pen- 
sion if he was in prison less than six months, 
a three-fourths pension if he was confined 
for more than six and less than twelve 
months, and a full pension. if he was im- 

prisoned for twelve months. 

It is not probable thet either of these pen- 
sion bills will become a law, although the 
applicants, assisted by the claim agents, will 
do all in their power to secure their passage. 
The Mexican bill has been debated and dis- 
cussed in and out of Congress, and the peo- 
ple are familiar with the arguments by 
means of which it has been successfully op- 
posed. The Prisoners bill is comparatively 
a new proposition, but, like the Mexican 
bill, it provides pensions without regard to 
disability, although it is assumed that the 
health of every prisoner must have been per- 
manently impaired by confinement. Under 
existing laws those who can prove disability 
incurred while in the service and in the line 
of duty are entitled to pensions. 

While no other nation has more cause 
than this has for being grateful to its sol- 
diers, it is also true that no other nation has 
ever exhibited its gratitude so liberally. 
Nearly $600,000,000 have already been ex- 
pended in pensions, and as many millions 
more will probably be paid. For two 
years the Nation’s pension payments have 
amounted to one-third of its expenses, inter- 
est on the debt excluded. - If Congress shall 
persistently refuse to extend the pension list 
go as to include every Mexican veteran, rich 
or poor, Confederate or loyal, and every 
man who served his time in a Confederate 
prison pen, whether he now be healthy or 
disabled, it will not take this course because 
the Nation has forgotten the services of its 
brave soldiers, but because the list is now 
sufficiently large and costly to satisfy the 
demands of gratitude, and has become a 
great financial burden, cheerfully borne, 
perhaps, but still so enormous that no pru- 
dent law-maker is willing to make it 
heavier. 





THE MEDICAL CODE. 

The New-York Academy of Medicine is 
a body which is supposed to exist for the 
promotion of medical learning. Like the 
coming religion, which has been coming so 
long and has not yet come, it has a strictly 
scientific basis. “ Discussions about the code 
of what is amusingly called ‘‘ ethics’’ seems 
to be distinctly out of place in such a body. 
The awful question whether a physician can 
ever be justified in using. his skill to save 
the life of a man who has fallen among 
quacks can be discussed elsewhere. The 
priests and Levites of the old code who 
pass the patient by on the other side and 
the Samaritans of the new code who are 
moved to take compassion on him and even, 
in extreme cases, to bind up his wounds in 
an orthodox and scientific manner, might 
meet, one would imagine, in a body which 
has for its object simply the professional 
improvement of its members. 

This seems to have been the view taken by 
Dr. BARKER in proposing the resolutions 
which gave rise to a heated debate at the 
meeting of the academy on Thursday night. 
His object seems to have been to take the 
academy out of politics. But that object 
no more commends itself to the physicians 
whom we may, without disrespect, call the 
machinists of medical politics, than the ob- 
ject of taking anything out of politics com- 
mends itself to machine politicians of an- 
other kind. To the machinists of both kinds 
‘‘regularity” is all in all, and to the medical 
machinists the notion of discussing the 
effect of a remedy or the accuracy of a di- 
agnosis witha man who may have come 
red-handed from saving a life which had 
been . given over by a homeopathist is 
revolting and intolerable. It is the equiva- 
lent in medical ethics of the practice of 
running Republican tickets out of the Tam- 
many boxes, and ve versa, in political 
ethics, a practice which although the pro- 

fessor of machine ethics may sometimes be 
tempted privateiy to commit, he always 
publicly disavows. 

Neither the medical nor the political ma- 
chinists, it is to be noted, seem to have any 
notion how entirely ridiculous they are mak- 
ing themselves, nor how the public, upon 
which the one class must rely for cases and 
the other for votes, regards their pretensions 
of exctusive regularity. But when at a 
meeting of physicians im good standing 
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of a proposition which one of the advo- 
cates of the code of ‘‘ethics’’ describes 
as an abolition of that code, and only 
84 against it, even the medical machinists 
must begin ‘to remark that this is a world 
which, as was remarked by Mr. Sampson 
Brass, ‘‘has revolutions on its axis and 
games of that sort.” When doctors vote 
three to one that they may recognize a man 
as a doctor without any guarantee whatever 
that he has not been advising a homeopathist 
what to do for a patient, the cause of pure 
medical ethics seems to be a very for- 
lorn hope. It will not be Jong at this 
rate before a doctor who has been 
saving the life of a patient who fel! among 
homeopathists will make no concealment of 
his infamy even in a meeting of the New- 
York Academy of Medicine. When that 
day comes the ten or less righteous men in 
the medical Sodom will have no solace but 
the consciousness that they have never done 
anything to prevent the victims of home- 
opathy from dying in their sins, ahd that 
their own patients have been treated in an 
orthodox manner, with strict regard to pro- 
fessional ethics, and, when the .worst has 
come to the worst, have ‘‘ died cured.’’ 


CAPT. PLKE’S CREW. 

Although Lieut. Garuryeron has de- 
clined to describe the conduct of the crew 
of the Proteus except in his formal report, 
which is not yet completed, the photog- 
rapher of the expedition, Artificer Monrrz, 
of the Seventeenth Infantry, has told the 
story, which not only confirms the brief 
statements made by Commander Wripzs, 
but also shows that the latter, in his dis- 
patch, touched very lightly upon events 
that were extremely disgraceful. Morirz 
says that the sailors stole everything they 
could lay their hands on; that they re- 
fused to assist GARLINGTON’s men in the 
work of saving the Government stores, 
but stood near at hand, ready to 
smash the boxes and steal their contents; 
that in less than an hour after the sinking of 
the Proteus they had all made themselves 
roaring drunk by drinking stolen whisky; 
that they stole the soldiers’-uniforms, buffa- 
lo coats, and other clothing, and that in 
every way they acted like pirates. Outnum- 
bered by the sailors three to one, GARLING- 
TON and his men were powerless. Even 
Capt. Pixe admitted that his sailors were 
‘dirty dogs too mean to live.’ 


Moritz shows why GaRLINeTon could 
not remain for the Winter on Littleton 
Island. He had saved provisions for only 
three months. Believing that the ice through 
which he had forced his way for four days 
would prevent the Fantic from coming to 
the island, he decided that it would be better 
to go south, leaving the greater part of the 
provisions for GREELY, than it would be to 
consume the provisions on the island and 
have none forGREELY in the Spring. But 
if Prxz’s crew had aided the GaARLINGTON 
party in the work of saving the stores, 
enough would have been saved to 
supply them for the Winter and to 
supply GREELY as well, for there were 
provisions for fifteen months on board the 
ship. It is plain that Gartineron and his 
companions, even with a greater supply of 
food, would have been unwilling to remain 
on the island in company with the sailors, 
whose thefts and growls and threats led 
Moritz to say: ‘‘I think, with the kind of 
men they were, if we had staid there and 
there had not been enough food, not one of 
our party would have lived to see the 
Spring.’’ 

“ It has already been shown that Garurne-. 
TON does not deserve censure for having 

failed to obey ‘‘ supplementary instructions’’. 
which he had never received.» It now ap- 

pears that no one can blame him for having 

refused to stay on Littleton Island, with an 

insufficient supply of provisions and in com- 

pany with a gang of arctic pirates. Capt. 

Prke is said to have behaved satisfactorily, 

but why did he take with him to Smith 
Sound such a rascally crew? 'The Govern- 
ment also ought to have known something 
about the character of the sailors to whom 
the Proteus and the fortunes of a very im- 

portant expedition were intrusted. Some 
one blundered. 





BIRDS AND KITTENS. 


The fashion of ornamenting ladies’ hats 
with small stuffed birds was long ago vigor- 
ously and properly denounced by Mr. 
Ruskin. . It was an offense against art and 
ornithology. - The bird was supposed either 
to have alighted on a Jady’s hat or to have 
built its nest and taken up its residence in 
the same preposterous locality. Nothing 
could be more absurd than the pretense that 
a wild song-bird would spend its life perched 
on the rim of a hat except the pretense 
that any sane bird would undertake to build 
its nest among artificial flowers and in hour- 
ly danger of being impaled by hair-pins. 
The bird on a lady’s hat was an object so 
manifestly out of place as to exasperate the 
artistic instincts of people less irascible than 
Mr. Rusxrn. Of the cruelty that took the 
life of a harmless song-bird every time a 
new hat was trimmed there could be no de- 
fense, although the very women who wore 
murdered birds on their bonnets were, in 
many cases, ardent supporters of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 


Happily, the bird mania is on the wane, 
and the news comes from Paris that the 
heads of stuffed kittens are henceforth to 
peer from the thickets of artificial flowers 
and jungles of artificial feathers once 
haunted by dead song-birds. To this new 
fashion little objection can be made. In- 
deed, on the contrary, there are reasons 
why it should be warmly approved, and 
why even Mr. Ruskin should write a few 
volumes in its favor. 

No artist will claim that a kitten is out of 
place on a lady’s hat.* There is, in fact, no 
place in which a kitten may not legitimately 
be found, for, as every housewife will tes- 
tify, there is no object in nature so all- 
pervading as the inquisitive kitten. There 
is a certain fitness in a close association be- 
tween kittens and artificial flowers, for the 
kitten is the most artificial of animals in its 
ingenious and insincere tricks and manners. 
Our sense of the fitness of things is not 
shocked by the presence of a kitten on a 
lady’s hat any more than it would be by the 
sight of a kitten with its head in the cream- 
jug. 

Those ladies who wear stuffed kittens’ 
heads on their hats will not be accused of

pretty, but it contains not merely the 
promise but the certainty of cat. So 
surely as the kitten grows to maturity the 
result will be the profane, immoral, mid- 
night marauder, haunting the back fence 
and banishing sleep from hundreds of tired 
men and womer. The cat is man’s pun- 
ishment for the crime of letting the kitten 
outlive its youthful beauty. We yield our- 
selves to the charm of the kitten, and when 
it ‘has grown to be a cat we recognize too 
late our weakness and error. Were all kittens 
to be slain on attaining a given age cats 
would soon become unknown, and in the 
course of a century the bones of the extinct 
cat would be studied by naturalists, who 
would decide that the animal was a missing 
link between the cook and broken china, 
and invent some ingenious theory to ac- 
count for the cataclysm which rid the world 
of cats, 


If every lady is to wear a kitten’s head on 
her hat the cat will become extinct within 
the next five years. Assuming that every 
civilized woman purchases only two hats 
yearly, it can readily be shown that the an- 
nual consumption of kittens resulting from 
the new fashion will be at least 100,000,000. 
Prolific as the domestic cat unquestionably 
is, no animal could survive such a tremen- 
dous drain upon its progeny. In a year 
from this time, if kittens become the inevi- 
table ornamentof all feminine hats, the price 
of an ordinary kitten’s head will be at least 
double the cost of every hat, and in five 
years the managers of zoological gardens 
will offer enormous prices for that greatest 
of zoological rarities, a domestic kitten. 


Can it be that we are to live in a catless 
world, where no velvet-footed thief steals 
dainties from the dinner-table and no shrill- 
voiced vocalist haunts the midnight fence. 
For once fashion has been both intelligent 
and kind in undertaking the extirpation of

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“ PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL.” 


The motion made in the Philadelphia Con- 
vention the other day to drop the words 
“‘ Protestant Episcopal’’ from the official 
name of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
will probably be made at many future 
Triennial Conventions before it is adopted—if 
it ever is. . There is certainly something to 
be said in favor of the proposed change. 
The theory of all churchmen that a church 
without a Bishop is an impossibility makes 
the : term .‘‘ Episcopal Church’’ decidedly 
tautological. It is as though we should 
call Queen Vicroria the monarchical Queen 
of Great Britain. If Episcopalians held 
that a church without a Bishop could exist 
it would be an admission that the Protestant 
Episcopal Church is a mere sect. Why, 
then, should they cling to a title that is both 
tautological and savors of sectarianism? It 
is also claimed by many Episcopalians that 
the; church is in no sense Protestant 
and that it is incongruous for a churchman 
who prides himself on the catholicity of his 
church to call himself a Protestant. 


All this may be true, but it does not fol- 
low that any change should be made in 
the official name of the church. Those 
who most strongly object to the pres- 
ent »name ought not to be willing to 
change it by! merely dropping jthe words 
Protestant Episcopal. In that case the 
church would claim to be known simply 
as ‘‘ the Church,”’ a claim which would not 
only, ignore the right of all non-episcopal 
sects to be called churches, but would virtu- 
ally deny the right of the Roman Catholic 
Church to be regarded as a church. The 
choice of any other name as a substitute for 
‘Protestant . Episcopal’? would lead to 
heated debate, bitter animosities, and ultimate 
schism. ‘The motives of those who wish to 
get rid of the words ‘‘ Protestant Episcopal’’ 
may be intelligent and admirable, but as 
a matter of expediency they would probably 
make a grave mistake could they succeed 
in their design.

toward increasing the already enormous influence 
of Rome in the American Metropolis. The im- 
pressive ritual of the Romish Church is well cealcu- 
lated to entice the negro into its fold whenever the 
opportunity is offered to him; and the pennies of 
the colored folks accumulate as swiftly as the 
contributions of the Irish servant girls, which 
form the principal basis of the vast, increasing 
wealth of the church in America. In such cities 
as Baltimore and New-Orleans the colored pop- 
ulation have naturally been drawn to Cathol- 
icism, but here the priesthood have, hitherto, 
been strangely unmindful of the rich field 
of labor in the crowded Ninth and Fifteenth 
Wards. The movement which has now begun in a 
humble manner promises to assume more substan- 
tial preportions. The chureh building that is to be 
opened, under the ministration of white priests, 
for the accommodation of some two thousand col- 
ored worshipers, may very speedily be succeeded 
in the field by other struetures devoted to the 
same race in which colored priests will officiate, | 
The advent of the colored priest is assuredly ex- | 
pected to be the signal for a large accession of col- 
ored people te the “ Mother Churca.”” The state- 
ment of Father BurrseE.t to a Ties reporter, that | 
four colored candidates for the priesthood are new 
in Rome, is likely to startle those timid persens 
who regard with fear the steady growth ef the 
Pope’s influence in tho Republic.

Not long ago the King of Annam died, as not 
infrequently happens to Orieatal monarchs when 
stronger powers are quarreling over theirterritory. 
Now then comes atill further indications that the 
Struggle is reaching its end. The latest proposal 
is that France and China shall “settle their differ- 
ences by dividing the disputed territory, each tak- 
ing and retainiag that portion which it seemed 
would make an equitable division.” “ Equitable 
division” is good, especially in view of the fact 
that France has no equitable rights whatever, and 
China only the empty rights of suzerainty, which 
should properly exclude pure theft. If they can 
only agree as to the “equitable division” of the 
swag, the war must end, for there is nothing left to 
steal. This is the usual ending of such disputes, 
and itis ludicrous or shameful aecording to the 
idiosyncrasy of the observer. If minor Oriental 
despots would only take a newspaper and ob- 
serve what is going on about them they wonld be 
abundantly forewarned, and, by seasonable sur- 
render, might save enough of their territory fora 
city residence, and perhaps a country house be- 
sides.

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THE OCTOBER ELECTIONS. 


ONLY TWO STATES TO CHOOSE GENERAL 
OFFICERS. " 

There are to be only two State elections in 
Ostober this year—lIowa and Ohio—and both ocour 
on Tuesday, 9thinst. lowa will elect its Goverp, 
or, Lieutenant-Governor, Superintendent of Pab- 
lic Instruction, a Judge of the Supreme Court, part 
of the Senate, and the full House of Representa- 
tives. A Representative in Congress will be chosen 
in the Sixth District to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of the Hoh. Marsena E. Cutts. For Gov- 
ernor the Republicans have nominated Buren R. 
Sherman, the present incumbent, for re-election; 
the Democrats have named Judge L. G. Kinne, and 
the Greenbaekers James B. Weaver. For Con- 
eressman the Republicans have nominated Edward 
H.Stiles, the Democrats John Vook, and the Green- 
backers W. 8. Kenworthy. The vote of the State 
for Secretary of State last Fall was: Republican, 
149,051; Democratio, 112.180; Greenback, 30,817; 
scattering, 350. The vote of the Sixth Congression. 
al District at the same time was: Repablican, 11,- 
250; Democratie, 8,040; Greenback, 8,509; scatter- 
ing, 10. The Legislature last chosen had 82 Repub- 
lican majority on joint ballot. The Legislature to 
be chosen on Tuesday will elect a United States 
Senator to succeed the Hon. William B. Allison, 
Republican. 


Ohio will elect Governor, Lientenant-Governor, 
two Judges of the Supreme Court. (one to fill a va- 
canoy,) Attorney-General, Auditor, Treasurer, 
School Commissioner, and member of the Board 
of Public Works, ana Legislature. For State offi- 
cers there are four full tickets in the fieid, the can- 
didates for Governor being: Republican, Joseph 
B. Foraker; Democratie, George Hoadly; Green- 
back, Charles Jenkins, and Prohibition, Ferdinand 
Schumacher. The vote of the State for Secretary 
of State last Fall was: Republican, 297,759; Demo- 
cratie, 316,874; Greenback, 5,345; Prohibition, 12,- 
202. The Legislature last chosen had 46 Republi- 
ean majority on joint ballot. The Legislature to 
be chosen on Tuesday will elect a United States 
Senator to suceeed the Hon. George H. Pendieton, 
Demoerat. The people of Ohio are also to yote 
upon three proposed amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of their State, one of whsih relates to the ju- 
diciary and the others to the liquor traffic, the lat- 
being in effect as follows: 

First Proposition.—‘* The additional section” in

The 
parties were married in 1880 at Boston, she being a 
widow and worth about $100,000 in her own right, 
They went to New-York on a wedding tourand put 
up at a hotel. and the wife alleges that she 
Was eompelied to pay all the bills, be- 
edes advancing about $7,000 to her husband 


to pay his old debts. In addition to 
this he at once began a course of treatment whieh 
she complained of as crue) and inhuman, and which 
a physician said would have to be stopped or her 
health would beruined. In coasequence she left 
him seven weeks after marriage, and has been try- 
ing to avoid bim ever since. After the separation 
she and some of her friends received anonymous 
postal cards which attacked her reputation. An 
expert swore that these cards were tn Brigham’'s 
handwriting. The case was tried before 
Judge Moran last Spring, but he held that 
the ornelty was not such under the law 
as tojustify a divorce, and he allowed the com- 
plainant to withdraw her bill. She did so, and im- 
mediately filed one inthe Superior Court. Judge 
Jameson to-day said that the evidence was amply 
sufficient to justify adecree. This makes a direct 
conflict of authority between the two courts as to 
whether the kind of cruelty alleged is sufficient 
eause for divorce. Brigham was a music-dealer of 
Beston, of good family, having relations in high 
official positions, and his wife, formerly Mrs. 
Waters, also moves in high society.

CONVICTED OF MURDER.

HOW 10 HANG. 


From the Pall Mali Gazette. 
Five minutes after the arrival of the tele 


gram announcing Marwood's death a tall, stalwart 
man of some 50 or 60 years of ago entered a news- 
paper office in London and asked for tne editor. 
On being interviewed he explained his business as 
follows: “Some time ago! read an articlo in the 
Fall Mali Gazette saying that the recent horiible 
scone at anexecution at Durham should direct 
public attention to thw necessity for adopting more 
humane methods of execution. Since I read that, 
Sir,” he exclaimed, “I ceuld not rest, because I 


have the more humane method here," ‘and he 
brandished In his right hand a small black bag, 
ominously resembling the bag in whieh the late 
executioner was accustomed to carry the gallows- 
rope from jail to jail. “ Hore is the invention that 
is wanted; it is perfectly simple; anybody can 
bang a man with that. I invented it years 
ago, and it is absolutely certain. I[ have 
tried it over and over again, and never 
found itto faliyet. When lsaw all the papers 
writing about the cruelty of the long drop 
couldn't rest. I am only a working man, and [ 
don't want any money for it, tut I've traveled 800 
miles in order to bring you the invention, so that 
you may see with your own eyes oraety what is 
wantod.”’ Ashe said this he opened his black bag, 
and extracted therefrom a horrible-iooking ar- 
rangement in hemp and brass. ‘“ Look at this,’ he 
said, as he fondled the gruesome machine; “ here 
is ali that is wanted. There is no slipping of the 
noose with this, no bungling—everything simple 
and expeditieus.”” On nearer examination it was 
found that the rope was the ordinary half-inch 
white hemp, passed double through a brass clamp, 
forming a loop which could be adjusted to the 
exact thickness of the neck of the criminal. Im- 
médiately before the clamp was fitted a brass cres- 
cent measuring 9 inches from tip to tip and pro- 
jJeocting 8 inches frem the repe. This brass cres- 
cent is so adjusted as tolie on the shoulder of the 
condemned, while the double rope is looped on 
one side so as to allow a drop of from two to four 
feet. The principle of the invention is that the 
moment the criminal is swung off the crescent 
presses against the side of the head, while the 
rope pulls the neck sharply in the opposite 
direction, snapping the spinal column /ike a stick 
of sealing-wax, and oceasioning instant death. 
“It cannot fail,” said its inventor, as he oven? 
fitted the hempen loop round the neck of one who 
Was present at the interview, and screwed the 
clamp tight at the right dfstance. “It will han 
you sideways, back or front, just as you like; it 
cannot fail; just drop off this table and it will be 
quite sufficient. Nv need of a long drop, no pulling 
men's heads off their shoulders: ae pain- 
less; the very invention that is wanted. he lev- 
erace gained by the 3 inch projection of the brass 
crescent will snap any one’s neck.” ‘But might 
not the rope snap?" he was asked. ‘No, because 
its double; Marwood uses a 5 inch rope for along 
drop: 4% iuch double for a short drop will be more 
than is necessary. Jack Ketch always used tho 44 
ineh. The thiner the rope the surer the job. You 
can hang a cat with a whipoord, but not with a 
% inch rope.”” “How did you try your experi 
ments?” ‘By making lay-figures of various 
weights, fixing a block of wood as a head ona 
stout pole, surrounded by wire springs to represent 
the vertebrae of the neck. I have tried it with 
many weights and many lengthsof drop, and never 
found it te miss. In the cause of humanity and 
civilization I appeal to you to secure the adoption 
of this humane invention.” The inventor, after 
disengaging the apparatus, then teft fer the Home 
Office, carrying with him his invention for presen- 
tation to the Home Secretary. His name is Schole- 
field, and he is now working at Palmer's ship-yard 
at Jarrow. When Marwood’s successor is ap- 
pointed he may possibly take this invention into 
consideration.

WESTERN AND SOUTHERN CROPS, 


THE YIELD IN MINNESOTA BETTER THAN 
WAS EXPECTED. 

Sr. Pavt, Minn., Oct. 5.—The State Statis- 
tictan iesuos the following report of the crops: 
Wheat is turning out better than was anticipated. 
This ia specially the case in the central and not 
in the north-western counties, which suftered 
more or less from drought. Straw is nom- 
inally short, and a fewer number of 
stacks were gathered from the fleids than 


last year. This gave an appearace of a smaller 
erop. On threshing, however, it is reported that 
the yleld is for the most part in excess 
of last year’s. Between 200 and 3800 
more bushels are claimed to have been 
threshed from five stacke In Douglass 
County this season than were obtained frem eight 
stocks last year, the size of the stocks being the 
same. The acreage in wheat reported June 1 was 


71,637, and from returns received this month the ‘ 


average yleld is 14.89 bushels per acre, giving an 
aggregate crop of 88,805,878. As much as 8 per 
cent., however, has been destroyed by storms, 
which reduces the average per acre to four- 
teen and forty-five bundredths bushels, or 
&n aggregate of 387,156,211. Returns show a 
greater area in wheat by 64466 acres 
than that given in the preliminary statement of 
the State Statistician. This no doubt ariseg from 
the clroumetance that seeding continued very much 
later than usual, considerably after the Assessors 
made their reports. The quality of the grain is 
good, and it has for the most part been 
saved In exceilent condition. It is reported that 
there are 922,813 acres in oats. The crop generaliy 
is gOod, although the average is not up to that of 
last year, being enly 87.88 bushels per acre, or an 
aggregate of 8,488,609 bushels. This is duelargely to 
the late seeding, although drouth also affected the 
erop. Tho average yield of barley is 24.16 bushels 
er acre, op 304,08 acres, an aggregate of 7,344,785 
ushels. The quality, however, falls 16 per cent. 
below good No. 1 grade. A considerable propor- 
tion of the crop will grade No. 8, the bulk of it No. 
2, and not more. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 5.—The Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture has completed the Septem- 
ber crop report. The following are the averages 
for the State: Corn, 88; cotton, 66; sorghum, 93; 
tobacco, 89; apples, 63; peaches, 66, and pea-nats, 
92 per cent. ; fattening hogs, number, 108 per cent. ; 
condition, 102 per cent.; stock hogs, number, 
114 per cent.; condition, 108 per cent. The re- 
ports from all seetions of the State tell of great 
damage by tne drought, especially in East Ten- 
neesee, where it has been the severest ever known. 
The cotton crep in West Tennessee has been greatly 
injured by rust and drought, and will be cut short 
nearly one-half. The preparation of land for sow- 
ing wheat has been greatly retarded by the dry 
weather. The most encouraging reports are from 
Middle Tennessee, where the seasons have been 
more favorable. Stock of ali kinds throughout the 
State is reported in good condition and healthy, 
except in a few localities where murrain and hog 

cholera have prevailed. Hogs are reported more 
— in West Tennessee than they have been 
nown for years.

THE BURGOYNE PRISONERS. 

Mr. Henry Haymond, of Clarksburg, West 
Va., writing to the Albany Argus in reference to 
the disposition of Burgoyne’s army, that was cap- 
tured at Saratogain 1777, says: “In Howe's ‘ Vir- 
givia, its History and Antiquities,’ it is stated that 
the British and German prisoners taken at Sara- 
toga in the Revolution, known as the ‘convention 
troops,’ were sent to Charlottesville, Albemarle 
County, Va., in the beginning of the year 1779. An 


extract is also given from the published travels of 
a British officer named Anbury, who was one of the 
prisoners, which speaks in no flattering terms of 
the rations and quarters. He refers to a bBrig.- 
Gen. Hamilton, (supposed to be a prisoner,) who, 
by intercedine with Col. Biand, commanding the 
American troops guarding the prisoners, obtained 
the promise that themen should be made comfort- 
able as soon as possible, and permitted the officers 
to go to Richmond and other neizhboring towns on 
parole in order to secure better accommodations, 
It is also stated that the Baroness de Keidesel 
was withthe convention troops, and refers ‘io an 
extract from her memoirs to the suffering condi- 
tion of the prisoners. Mr. Jefferson, whose home 
was at Monticello, close by, did what was possible 
to relieve the distress of the captives, offering the 
hospitality of his mansion and the free use of his 
library. The prisoners remained here until Octo- 
ber, 1780, when, owing to the invasions of the State 
by the English troops under Gen. Leslie, the British 
portion of the prisoners were remeved to Fort 
Yrederick, in Maryland. The Germans were not 
removed at that time—nor is it stated what dispo- 
sition was made of them. In referring to Gen. 
Daniel Morgan this book states that he built a 
beautiful seat In Clark Connty, Va., two miles 
north-east of White Post, which he very appropri- 
ately called Saratoga, and that it was erected by 
Hessians taken prisoners at Saratoga. Mr. R. Pow- 
ell Page now resides in this house, which is built of 
stone, js still called Saratoga, and the tradition re- 
ceived with the house is that it was built by Hes-- 
sian prisoners.”’

ONE HUNDRED AND ONE YEARS OL?, 

Thomas C. Hance, of Macedon, Wayne 
County, this State, who, although nearly blind, 
enjoys a fair degree of health and e cheerful 
disposition, was 101 years oli yesterday, He 
was born in Maryland Sept. 1782, of Quaker 


parentage. His father owned a large num- 
ber of slaves at one time, but later in life 
espoused the anti-slavery cause and emaneipated 
all of his human property. Thomas C. setiled in 
Wayne County, this State, early in the present cen- 
tury, and married Esther, daughter of Abraham 
Lapham. Four of their sons are now living. Two 
are physicians residing in the far West. Anotherjis 
Benjamin F. Hance, a prominent horticulturist in 
Michigan, and the fourth is Abraham, who, with bis 
father. now occupies the old homestead in Wayne 
County. The centenarian has taken an active in- 
terest in horticulture, and in bis prime he was re- 
garded as ap unusually well informed man on all 
live topics. His friends speak with warmth of his 
many high qualities, and say that in his own circle 
he bas been admired for bis social qualities and 
conversational capacity. His life and example, it 
is said, baa been to his children a heritage of honor. 
He has always been very regular in his habits and 
very particular about bis eating and drinking. He 
never used tobacco or liguor. His health has re- 
mained about the same through his long life, and, 
although never particularly astrong man, be has 
never been confined to his bed. Lately he has 
been failing a little.

RARE EDITIONS OF SHAKESPEARE. 

A murmur of excitement was created yes- 
terday during the sale of the Cooke Library, at 
Clinton Hall, when the auctioneer announced that 
the four folio editions of Shakespeare’s works of 


1623, 1632, 1664, and 1685 had been reached, and in 
a very matter-of-fact way asked fora bid of $2,000 
for the lot. Immediately four heads nodded in reply. 
and a lively contest was begun forthe ownership of 
the rare volumes. By bids of from $100 to $25 the 
offer rapidly rose to $2,500, when the bidding 
lulied, the price becoming too high for some. The 
lot was finally knocked off to Mr. H. B. Lane, who 
represented Mr. J. W. Bouton, of this City, for 
$2,900. The yolumes are most valuable ones, and 
it was expected that they would bring more than 
they did. That of 1628 is of the first folio edition 
of Shakespeare’s plays, of which only 250 copies 
were printed; only 19 copies are now 
in this country and 25 in England. The 
bindings of the four volumes are exceedingly 
handsome, being done, as shown by the original 
bill, which appears with the volumes, py F, Bed- 
ford for £155. Among the other rare books dis- 
posed of yesterday was Halliwell’s folio edition of 
Shakespeare, of 1853, to Yale College for $300; a 
gallery of Shakespearean engravings, $200, to Yale, 
and Shakespeare, edited by Richard Grant White, 
to Providence Athenzum, for $125.

The .zew law, he explained, abolished the 5 per 
cent. glowances for leakage and duties would be 
collected on the quantities of wines or spirits 
shipped.
